ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  Town  of  Fairhaven  began  the  New  Year  with  the  realization  that  a financial  crisis, 
created  by  the  existing  State  deficit,  loomed  over  all  Cities  and  Towns.  The  State  of  Mas- 
sachusetts economy  began  to  soften  dramatically  during  2001  and  plummeted  after  the 
events  of  September  11th.  The  State  experienced  a deficit  of  more  than  $1.5  billion  during 
fiscal  year  2002.  This  deficit  was  eliminated  by  a combination  of  tax  increases,  reduction 
in  State  employees  and  programs  and  the  depletion  of  the  State’s  “rainy  day”  account. 
State  legislators  were  unable  to  prepare  and  approve  a State  budget  until  the  Summer  of 
2002.  State  Aid  for  Cities  and  Towns,  that  was  initially  projected  to  be  cut  10%,  ultimately 
was  level  funded  for  the  second  year  in  a row.  State  Aid  accounts  for  nearly  a third  of 
the  Town’s  budget  and  combined  with  the  limits  of  Proposition  2 1/2,  resulted  in  a total 
Town  budget  increase  of  between  1-2%.  With  limited  resources,  the  Town  was  required 
to  tighten  its  belt.  Fixed  costs  such  a health  insurance,  retirement  costs,  general  insurance, 
FICA,  heat  and  electricity,  collectively  exceed  the  increase  generated  from  taxes  and  other 
sources.  During  2002,  the  State’s  financial  picture  continued  to  worsen  and  2003  will 
require  a substantial  reduction  in  personnel  and  programs  at  all  levels. 

Even  with  these  financial  constraints,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  their  staff  worked  on 
a wide  range  of  projects.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  continued  its  commitment  to  improving 
the  Town’s  financial  stability,  while  still  supporting  Capital  Improvements  and  quality  of 
life  issues. 

The  New  Year  began  with  the  opening  of  a new  Senior  Center  and  a new  Recreation 
Center  built  on  a four-acre  site  on  Route  6 abutting  Stop  and  Shop.  These  state  of  the  art 
facilities  have  been  enjoyed  by  residents  of  all  ages  during  the  past  year. 

During  2002,  the  new  Senior  Center  experienced  an  increase  in  participation  by 
Fairhaven ’s  Senior  population.  This  5,500  square  foot  facility  replaced  the  old  Council  on 
Aging  building  on  Sconticut  Neck  Road.  This  Center  provides  easy  access  from  Route  6 
with  parking  for  more  than  100  cars.  Abutting  the  Senior  Center  is  a new  12,500  square 
foot  Recreation  Center.  During  2002,  more  than  1,500  Town  residents  became  members. 
The  Recreation  Center  has  a full  size  gymnasium,  a wellness  area  and  a multi-purpose 
room  for  arts,  crafts  and  games.  The  gym  is  equipped  for  basketball,  volleyball,  tennis 
and  also  has  two  batting  cages.  Both  the  Senior  Center  and  Recreation  Center  are  fully 
air-conditioned. 

The  New  Year  also  ushered  in  the  beginning  of  the  Town’s  fully  independent  Paramedic 
Ambulance  Service.  Eight  members  of  the  Fire  Department  and  one  member  of  the  Police 
Department  completed  the  courses  and  hands  on  experience  necessary  for  the  Town  to 
operate  its  own  Paramedic  service  for  Town  residents.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  would 
like  to  commend  those  dedicated  Town  employees  who  completed  hundreds  of  hours  of 
training  necessary  to  be  certified. 
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The  annual  April  Town  Election  returned  Dr.  Brian  K.  Bowcock  to  office.  Dr.  Bowcock 
was  re-elected  for  his  second  consecutive  three-year  term. 

The  Annual  May  Town  Meeting  was  postponed  until  June,  due  to  the  State’s  finan- 
cial problems.  However,  once  convened,  Town  Meeting  members  closely  followed  the 
Finance  Committee’s  recommendations  and  approved  a level  funded  balanced  budget.  The 
most  debated  article  on  the  Town  Warrant  was  the  construction  of  a new  475  student  East 
Fairhaven  Elementary  School.  This  $23  million  request  was  approved,  subject  to  a debt 
exclusion  vote.  Fortunately,  the  debt  exclusion  vote  taken  at  a General  Town  Election  in 
June,  passed  by  a small  majority.  A new  East  Fairhaven  Elementary  (K-5)  School  will  be 
built  behind  the  existing  East  Fairhaven  School  and  once  complete,  the  old  school  will  be 
demolished.  The  selection  process  for  an  architect  and  project  manager  have  been  com- 
pleted. Final  design  drawings  will  be  submitted  to  the  School  Building  Assistance  Board 
in  June  2003.  Construction  of  this  new  school  will  be  delayed  until  the  State  of  Massachu- 
setts approves  financing  70%  of  the  project. 

Town  Meeting  also  approved  nearly  $6  million  to  provide  a public  sewer  system  for 
more  than  600  Sconticut  Neck  homes  located  between  Little  Bay  Road  and  Camel  Street 
on  the  east  side  of  Sconticut  Neck  Road  and  between  Buist  Avenue  and  Jerusalem  Road  on 
the  west  side.  Town  Meeting  also  voted  approval  to  install  sewer  to  more  than  30  homes 
in  the  Nancy  Street  and  Oliver  Street  area  in  North  Fairhaven.  Both  of  these  projects  will 
be  100%  funded  through  betterment  fees  to  be  accessed  to  homeowners  in  these  areas,  who 
will  be  benefiting. 

Funds  were  also  voted  to  purchase  Hoppy’s  Landing  located  on  Causeway  Road.  This 
6.4-acre  waterfront  parcel  was  purchased  for  $500,000.  The  Town  was  very  fortunate  in 
obtaining  a Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Executive  Office  of  Environmental  Affairs 
Grant  for  $250,000  and  a $80,000  Seaport  Council  Grant  to  offset  two-thirds  of  the  pur- 
chase price.  This  parcel  will  remain  open  space  to  be  used  by  all  residents.  A portion  will 
remain  for  use  by  fishermen,  and  the  Board  will  seek  grant  funds  to  improve  the  balance 
of  this  parcel  for  recreational  use.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  would  like  to  thank  all  Town 
employees  who  prepared  the  grant  applications  and  aided  in  completing  this  purchase. 

Additional  funding  was  appropriated  to  purchase  a new  ambulance,  which  arrived  in 
September.  The  Town  also  received  delivery  of  a new  $300,000  fire  truck  during  Septem- 
ber that  had  been  approved  in  2001. 

During  the  year,  work  also  continued  on  a new  Animal  Shelter  on  Bridge  Street.  This 
shelter  is  being  built  by  students  from  New  Bedford  Vocational  High  School.  The  shelter 
should  be  completed  in  the  Spring  of  2003.  Once  occupied,  the  old  shelter  will  be  demol- 
ished for  construction  of  a parking  lot. 

Repair  work  at  the  Millicent  Library  began  during  the  Fall.  Major  exterior  chimney, 
roof,  gutters  and  window  repairs  will  be  completed  at  a cost  of  more  than  $350,000.  This 
project  will  eliminate  water  leaking  into  the  building. 
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The  Town  held  a Special  Town  Meeting  on  October  16,  2002  to  expend  State  funds  that 
had  become  available.  Town  Meeting  members  approved  $555,000  to  rehabilitate  Livesey 
Park.  The  capital  improvement  cost  will  be  offset  by  a $250,000  grant  from  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  Executive  Office  of  Environmental  Affairs.  The  grass  areas  of 
Livesey  Park  will  be  totally  re-graded  and  seeded.  A paved  exercise  walkway  will  circle 
the  Park.  The  existing  two  tennis  courts  will  be  resurfaced  and  the  two  basketball  courts 
will  be  expanded  and  resurfaced.  A new  handicap  accessible  playground  will  replace  the 
existing  one.  In  addition,  the  skateboard  area  will  be  expanded. 

The  above  mentioned  projects  exhibit  the  Board  of  Selectmen’s  continued  commitment 
to  improve  the  Town’s  facilities  and  infrastructure,  while  still  maintaining  financial  stabil- 
ity. The  Town  received  notification  in  September  that  its  Bond  Rating  had  been  upgraded 
by  Moody.  To  receive  an  upgrade  in  any  Town’s  Bond  Rating  is  extremely  rare,  especially 
during  difficult  economic  times.  It  is  an  indication  that  the  Town  of  Fairhaven  is  well  man- 
aged with  sound  financial  decisions  being  made.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  would  like  to 
commend  the  Town’s  Financial  Managers  for  a job  well  done. 

Also  during  the  Fall,  two  key  Town  personnel  retired.  Police  Chief  Edward  Silva 
was  replaced  by  Sergeant  Gary  Souza  and  Council  on  Aging  Director  Betty  Lacerda  was 
replaced  by  Deborah  Jenkins.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  would  like  to  thank  Chief  Silva  and 
Ms.  Lacerda  for  their  many  years  of  dedicated  services  to  the  residents  of  Fairhaven. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  would  like  to  welcome  the  following  new  businesses  to 
Fairhaven:  A Digital  Artist,  Eli  Syre  Yam  Shop,  Serenity  Salon,  Papa  John’s  Pizza, 
Walgreen’s,  Subway  Shop,  Fairhaven  Health  Food  Store,  Photography  by  Holly,  The  Sea 
Witch,  Curves  for  Women  Fitness  Center,  Just  Ray’s  Restaurant,  Hawaii  Nails,  Harbor 
Front  Ice  Cream,  Kiddaisies,  Rack  N Roll  and  Pizzeria  Uno. 

This  Board  would  like  to  thank  Town  Officials,  both  elected  and  appointed,  Town 
employees  and  numerous  volunteers  and  residents  who  have  assisted  in  the  many  positive 
accomplishments  which  occurred  during  2002.  Because  of  their  dedication  and  effort,  the 
Town  has  greatly  benefited. 

While  many  positive  events  occurred  during  2002,  the  work  is  far  from  over.  The  Board 
of  Selectmen  remain  committed  to  using  every  possible  means  to  stay  within  the  spending 
limits  authorized  by  Proposition  2 1/2,  to  find  ways  to  reduce  the  tax  burden  and  to  continue 
to  improve  the  services  provided  by  the  Town.  Fiscal  Year  2004  (July  1,  2003  to  June  30, 
2004)  will  not  be  easy,  as  a $2-3  billion  shortfall  exists  at  the  State  level  and  major  cutbacks 
in  State  Aid  to  Cities  and  Towns  is  expected.  It  will  be  a difficult  task  to  maintain  service 
levels,  but  the  Board  of  Selectmen  believe  we  can  continue  to  provide  basic  services  with 
you,  the  Town  residents,  help.  The  Board  once  again  asks  for  the  assistance  of  each  citizen 
in  helping  us  continue  with  our  efforts  to  improve  the  quality  of  life  for  all  residents.  The 
Board  of  Selectmen  need  you  to  become  involved.  While  there  may  not  always  be  agree- 
ment between  all  parties,  your  input  is  critical.  Each  resident  can  make  a difference.

The  year  2002  was  another  busy  year.  The  fiscal  year  2002  Revaluation  was  completed 
and  the  Actual  Tax  Bills  were  mailed  on  April  17  and  due  on  May  17.  Fifty-five  applica- 
tions for  abatement  were  received.  We  immediately  started  working  on  the  Fiscal  2003 
values.  The  ever  increasing  market  especially  in  waterfront  and  water  proximity  properties 
caused  numerous  taxpayers  to  question  the  increase  in  their  property  values.  The  most 
popular  inquiry  was  “I  thought  the  revaluation  year  was  last  year,  how  can  you  increase 
values  again  this  year?”  Chapter  200  of  the  Acts  of  1979  states  “ that  all  assessors  are 
statutorily  obligated  to  assess  all  property  at  its  full  and  fair  cash  value  as  of  January  first  of 
each  year.”  Chapter  59,  Section  38.  Full  and  fair  cash  value  has  been  defined  as  100%  of  a 
property’  “fair  market  value,  which  is  the  price  an  owner  willing  but  not  under  compulsion 
to  sell  ought  to  receive  from  one  willing  but  not  under  compulsion  to  buy.  Another  issue 
was  many  taxpayers  feel  that  increasing  property  values  allows  the  Town  to  raise  more 
revenues.  The  town  may  only  increase  the  amount  raised  the  previous  year  by  2 Vi%  plus 
add  the  revenue  from  new  growth.  A review  of  the  Year  2002  sales  may  indicate  another 
increase  in  value. 

I was  happy  to  accept  an  invitation  from  Mrs.  Shirley  Hunter,  President  of  the  West 
Island  Improvement  Association  to  speak  to  the  members  to  try  to  explain  the  increase  in 
their  values. 

The  fiscal  year  2003  bills  were  mailed  on  November  4,h  and  were  due  on  December  4th. 
We  received  85  applications  for  abatement  that  we  are  currently  working  on. 

The  Patriot  Property  Appraisal  Program  has  been  installed.  We  had  to  put  the  training 
on  hold  until  the  FY  2003  values  were  prepared.  Hopefully  we  will  be  working  with  Patriot 
for  the  FY  2004  values. 

Senior  Clerk,  Debbie  Santos  left  our  office  to  take  a position  at  the  Board  of  Public 
Works.  There  were  no  in-house  applicants,  so  the  position  was  advertised.  There  were  over 
100  applicants  with  5 making  the  final  interview.  Lisa  Moniz  was  appointed  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  replace  Debbie.  A letter  was  received  from  Paul  Matheson  stating  that  he 
could  no  longer  serve  as  Part-Time  Assessor  and  would  continue  until  a replacement  was 
appointed.  Paul  will  be  missed.  John  Crowley  of  Wareham  was  appointed  to  the  vacant 
position.

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EMERGENCY  MANAGEMENT 


This  year  2002  was  one  of  ups  and  downs  for  Fairhaven  Emergency  Management.  We 
had  several  ups  and  one  major  down. 

This  year  we  logged  over  4000  volunteer  hours.  In  addition  to  regular  weekend  duty 
nights,  we  also  assisted  at  such  events  as  the  Memorial  Day  Parade,  Father’s  Day  Road 
Race,  the  July  4th  parade  and  celebration  at  Fort  Phoenix,  the  July  4th  fireworks  display 
and  the  Annual  Town  Hall  sing  along.  We  also  assisted  the  North  Fairhaven  Improvement 
Association  with  several  events  during  the  year. 

Emergency  response  situations  include  a Haz-Mat  spill  on  Shaw  Road,  the  McDonalds 
fire  and  a motor  vehicle  accident  involving  a hydrant  at  Route  6 and  Adams  Street  where 
we  assisted  with  lighting  and  traffic  control  for  several  long  hours. 

We  acquired  two  replacement  vehicles  this  year.  A 1991  Ford  Crown  Victoria  that  came 
to  us  from  our  fire  department,  it  replaced  a 1983  Chevy  Suburban  that  we  had  received 
from  Com  Electric.  We  also  acquired  a 1987  GMC  four-wheel  drive  pick-up  from  the 
Town  of  Wareham  Fire  Department.  We  thank  both  departments. 

On  the  personnel  front  we  welcomed  six  new  members  to  the  ranks.  We  had  seen  a 
downward  trend  in  recent  years.  However,  since  the  tragedy  of  September  11th,  we  have 
seen  a growing  increase  in  volunteers.  We  have  been  doing  some  extensive  training  in 
many  areas  with  all  members  to  be  as  ready  as  possible  for  the  Town  of  Fairhaven.  In 
September  we  participated  in  a drill  with  many  other  local  departments  involving  a mock 
plane  crash  just  outside  the  New  Bedford  Harbor. 

The  “down  side”  mentioned  was  what  was  to  be  our  new  headquarters.  We  had  waited 
for  two  years  for  the  new  Council  on  Aging  building  to  be  completed.  Being  told  we  could 
possibly  get  the  old  Council  on  Aging  building  on  Sconticut  Neck  Road.  To  our  major  dis- 
appointment the  Board  of  Selectmen  elected  to  lease  the  building  to  a private  school.  Once 
again  the  Fairhaven  Emergency  Management  Agency  comes  in  second.  We  have  obtained 
yet  another  trailer  to  call  our  headquarters.  This  seventy-foot  mobile  home  served  as  the 
Rochester  Police  Department  for  many  years.  We  will  be  setting  up  this  mobile  home  at 
the  landfill  located  on  Bridge  Street.  We  hope  to  be  in  this  mobile  home  in  late  spring  or 
early  summer.  This  is  our  third  successive  trailer,  each  larger  than  the  previous  one,  but  a 
far  cry  from  what  we  thought  would  be  a permanent  home  on  Sconticut  Neck  Road.  Our 
thanks  go  to  the  Town  of  Rochester  for  this  trailer. 

Despite  this  latest  disappointment,  rest  assured  the  Fairhaven  Emergency  Management 
is  still  alive  and  well.  We  will  continue  to  be  here  to  provide  services  to  the  good  people 
of  Fairhaven.

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COUNCIL  ON  AGING 


This  year  is  marked  with  transitions,  the  first  being  the  move  of  the  Council  on  Aging 
location  from  150  Sconticut  Neck  Road  a 3,580  square  foot  building  to  a newly  constructed 
229  Huttleston  Avenue  a 5,457  square  foot  structure.  The  additional  space  and  room  con- 
figuration has  allowed  growth  in  additional  activities  and  participants.  Thank  you  to  all 
the  hard  working  folks  that  made  the  building  a reality.  Betty  Lacerda’s  retirement  was 
the  second  change  in  September.  Betty  was  Director  of  the  Council  on  Aging  for  twelve 
years  and  gave  the  town  a total  sixteen  years  productive,  resourceful  and  devoted  service. 
On  September  30,  2002,  Deborah  Jenkins  assumed  the  mission  to  coordinate  and  provide 
linkage  to  wide  variety  of  resources  to  help  meet  the  needs  of  seniors. 

The  purpose  of  the  Fairhaven  Council  on  Aging,  as  part  of  the  state  network  under 
Executive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs,  is  to  provide  advocacy  and  support  for  seniors  by  work- 
ing with  them  to  remain  independent  and  improve  their  quality  of  life.  To  aid  in  this  mis- 
sion the  Council  is  a member  of  the  Massachusetts  Council  of  Aging,  and  of  (CIRCA) 
Cape  and  Island  Rural  Council  on  Aging  which  meets  four  times  a year. 

The  Council  on  Aging  applied  for  and  received,  grant  money  from  the  Executive  Office 
of  Elder  Affairs  to  supplement  local  appropriations.  The  grant  money  received  this  year 
was  to  fund  a Van  Driver  and  to  pay  a Receptionist.  The  Van  Driver  takes  seniors  grocery 
shopping,  on  mall  trips  and  does  medical  transportation.  The  layout  of  the  new  Senior 
Center  requires  us  to  have  a receptionist  to  coordinate  building  functions  such  as  directions 
to  people  when  they  enter  the  building,  to  answer  the  telephone,  relay  calls  to  different 
departments,  handle  paperwork,  and  activity  scheduling  as  needed. 

The  Nutrition  Program  consists  of  Meals  on  Wheels  and  Congregate  Meals  at  the  center 
five  days  a week.  We  have  tripled  our  attendance  at  the  new  senior  center  for  meals.  The 
Congregate  meals  served  amounted  to  9,850  meals  at  the  Senior  Center.  Meals  on  Wheels 
delivered  20,045  meals  to  homebound  elders  in  our  community.  Stipend  volunteers  give 
many  hours  of  their  time  delivering  the  meals. 

Our  Outreach  Coordinator,  Jean  Silver  was  hired  through  a private  grant  to  work  with 
area  agencies  to  help  the  elderly  with  essential  needs.  During  the  year  she  has  helped  hun- 
dreds of  seniors  with  many  problems  like  housing  or  financial  issues.  Jean  has  advocated 
for  and  found  assistance  for  some  to  have  a better  quality  of  life. 

Elder  Service  Corp  worker  Bertha  Rose  retired  in  September  after  15  years  of  service 
to  our  Social  Day  Program  and  Senior  Center.  The  state  has  eliminated  this  program  due  to 
budget  cuts  and  will  not  be  allowed  to  restaff  this  position  in  the  future. 

The  Council  on  Aging  has  four  employees  of  the  town.  Three  full  time  people  (Director, 
Senior  Clerk,  and  Custodian)  and  one  part  time  Van  Driver.  We  rely  on  town  funds,  grants, 
and  donations.  Working  volunteers  keep  us  going.  Every  resource  is  essential  and  counted 
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on  to  balance  and  administer  the  desired  and  diverse  programming,  our  small  conscientious 
staff  attempts  to  satisfy  every  feasible  request  made  more  difficult  by  cuts  made  through 
the  state. 

The  Council  on  Aging  provides  through  the  Senior  Network,  approximately  1,700  bul- 
letins that  are  distributed  throughout  the  town  to  keep  seniors  informed  of  the  activities  at 
the  Senior  Center  and  updated  information  on  senior  issues.  The  mission  of  the  Council 
on  Aging  is  to  provide  advocacy  and  support  system  for  seniors  by  working  with  them 
toward  the  ultimate  goal  of  maintenance  of  their  independence  in  their  home  and  improve- 
ment of  their  quality  of  life.  The  Council  received  approximately  19,503  calls  this  year  for 
services.

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VETERANS’  SERVICES 


The  Office  of  Veterans’  Services  granted  financial  aid  and  medical  assistance  to  twenty 
three  veterans,  their  families,  spouses  or  widows  during  the  year  2002.  The  cases  were 
divided  as  follows: 

W.W.  II  12  Korea  2 Vietnam  6 Persian  Gulf  1 

The  above  caseload  consisted  of  twelve  veterans,  one  spouse  and  ten  widows. 

Unemployed  veterans  are  being  referred  to  the  Division  of  Employment  for  aid  in  find- 
ing employment  or  training  for  future  employment.  Some  veterans  have  been  referred  to 
the  Veterans’  Administration  clinic  on  Elm  Street,  New  Bedford  for  assistance  in  receiving 
Veterans’  Administration  aid  through  their  hospital  and  clinics.  A large  number  of  resident 
veterans  have  taken  advantage  of  the  new  VA  prescription  medication  program.  Several 
veterans  have  been  referred  to  the  Veterans  Transition  House  in  New  Bedford  and  the 
Veterans’  Hospital  in  Brockton  for  various  treatment  programs  and  several  have,  through 
this  office,  applied  for  and  received  disability  benefits  from  the  Veterans’  Administration 
and  Social  Security. 

In  addition  to  financial  and  medical  assistance,  the  department  has  been  active  in  reach- 
ing out  to  veterans  in  other  regards.  Various  Memorial  Certificate  programs  are  still  active 
and  this  year  we  had  one  World  War  II  veterans  apply  for  and  receive  a high  school  diploma 
through  “Operation  Recognition.”  Many  veterans  have  contacted  this  office  for  miscel- 
laneous information  such  as;  transportation  problems  to  veteran  hospitals,  applications 
for  burial  in  national  cemeteries,  burial  plaques,  award  certificates  for  tax  abatements  and 
applications  for  military  medals,  ribbons  and  other  military  records. 

The  department  is  still  actively  building  a data  base  of  all  Fairhaven  veterans  that  have 
served  throughout  the  history  of  the  town,  reaching  back  to  the  Old  Oxford  Village  during 
the  Revolutionary  War  through  the  current  action  in  the  Persian  Gulf.  It  is  important  to 
honor  all  veterans,  both  living  and  deceased.  The  data  base  will  be  a great  asset  in  granting 
the  appropriate  honors  to  our  veterans.

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FAIRHAVEN  HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 


The  Fairhaven  Historical  Commission  continued  to  fulfill  its  duties  in  the  year  2002  by 
maintaining  the  Towns  historic  properties. 

The  Academy  building  saw  extensive  work  performed.  The  basement  bulkhead  was 
replaced,  broken  sash  repaired,  shutters  repaired  and  rehung,  a chimney  repointed,  inte- 
rior repairs  and  repainting,  as  well  as  the  exterior  repainted.  The  tower  railing  has  been 
removed  for  reconstruction. 

The  Old  Stone  School  grounds  saw  the  first  stages  of  a total  landscaping  restoration  with 
the  removal  of  trees  that  were  encroaching  on  the  roof  of  the  building  as  well  as  neighbor- 
ing properties. 

The  house  plaque  program  continues  throughout  the  efforts  of  Commission  member  and 
Millicent  library  archivist  Debra  Charpentier. 

The  Commission  plans  for  2003  include  recreating  an  exterior  storm  door  for  the  Acad- 
emy as  well  as  reconstruction  of  the  existing  front  door.  The  tower  railing  is  also  scheduled 
for  installation.  Landscaping  work  will  continue  at  the  Stone  Schoolhouse.  Further  plans 
also  include  continued  exterior  work  at  the  Spring  Street  Firehouse.

Shellfish  activities 

The  Department  of  Natural  Resources  had  another  busy  year.  Shellfish  Constable  Dan 
Costa  was  extremely  busy  organizing,  supervising,  and  concluding  one  of  the  largest  scale 
shellfish  restoration  projects  in  the  state.  The  continuation  of  The  Summer  Job  Program 
allowed  The  Department  of  Natural  Resources  to  once  again  expand  our  upweller  project, 
and  increase  the  cost  effectiveness  in  the  process.  Up  to  4.3  million  1mm  seed  purchased  in 
June  grew  to  a good  plantable  size  of  10- 15mm,  by  November.  The  students  employed  are 
given  the  unique  opportunity  of  earning  money,  while  learning  about  aquaculture,  and  the 
marine  environment.  Without  their  energy,  enthusiasm,  and  attention  to  detail,  a project  of 
this  magnitude  would  not  be  possible. 

In  the  year  2002  a substantial  amount  of  shellfishing  activity  was  observed,  with  the 
shorelines  of  Little  Bay,  Sconticut  Neck,  and  West  Island,  yielding  an  ample  amount  of 
shellfish  Round  Cove,  after  being  planted  with  1600  bushels  of  quahogs,  was  opened  this 
spring.  To  date  a modest  amount  of  bay  scallops  are  being  harvested  by  recreational  inter- 
ests only. 

Due  to  a delay  in  the  release  of  funds  from  The  New  Bedford  Harbor  Trustee  Council, 
for  year  3 all  shellfish  restoration  projects  in  New  Bedford,  and  Dartmouth  were  post- 
poned. The  Town  of  Fairhaven,  utilizing  the  upweller  budget,  and  the  balance  of  last  years 
grant  money,  was  able  to  operate  our  up  weller/summer  job  program,  to  a successful  con- 
clusion. In  addition  to  4.3  million  quahog  seed,  a small  amount  of  oyster  seed  were  grown, 
and  achieved  a size  of  up  to  33  mm.  Soft  shell  clam  seed  were  not  available  this  year,  due 
to  heavy  demand  by  commercial  growers.

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Natural  Resources  Activities 


In  addition  to  Dan’s  responsibilities  as  Assistant  Harbormaster,  he  is  also  the  Natural 
Resources  Enforcement  Officer.  Dan  is  actively  involved  in  projects,  and  policies  geared 
towards  protecting,  and  restoring  our  valuable  wetlands,  salt  marshes,  waters,  and  beaches. 
He  has  been  appointed  to  The  Estuaries  Project  Committee,  and  The  Docks  and  Piers  Com- 
mittee. Dan  is  also  involved  in  The  Winnegansett  Saltmarsh  Restoration  Project.  The  New 
Bedford  Harbor  Trustee  Council  / N.O.A.A.  is  responsible  for  this  project’s  funding. 

Harbormaster  Activities 

Area  recreational  boat  owners  took  advantage  of  the  comfortable  temperatures  during 
April  2002  to  ready  their  boats  for  early  launches.  Fairhaven  Harbor  Master,  Gary  Golas, 
reports  that  the  entire  2002  boating  season  was  equally  pleasant  and  safe  for  boating  activi- 
ties. The  harbormaster  department  kept  busy  providing  a wide  range  of  services  to  boaters. 
Over  70  area  folks,  including  22  youngsters  aged  12  to  15  years,  learned  the  latest  in  state 
boating  laws  as  taught  by  Harbor  Master  Golas  and  Fairhaven  Police  Safety  Officer  Macy 
Joseph.  The  ten-hour  course  is  held  each  month  in  the  summer  at  no  charge.  The  effort  to 
attract  new  visitors  to  the  town  via  cruise  ships  is  in  its  second  year.  The  harbor  master 
was  selected  once  again  to  be  the  town’s  representative,  with  the  City  of  New  Bedford,  to 
participate  in  an  International  Cruise  Ship  Convention  in  Miami,  Florida  in  March.  Mean- 
while there  continues  to  be  a growing  trend  of  more  visiting  boaters  dropping  their  “hooks” 
(anchor)  in  the  harbor  for  overnight  stays. 

The  Harbormaster  continues  to  work  well  with  the  Town  Assessors  and  Tax  Collector 
in  the  billing  and  collection  of  all  outstanding  boat  excise  taxes.  For  the  fourth  year  in  a 
row,  the  town’s  boat  excise  tax  receipts  have  reached  all-time  highs.  On  the  commercial 
side  of  waterfront  business,  the  fishing  vessels  leasing  spots  at  the  town’s  Union  Wharf  are 
staying  fairly  current  with  their  quarterly  and  yearly  payments.  The  town  has  also  landed 
a $200,000  state  grant  to  build  new  docks  in  the  Union  Wharf  lobster  boat  basin  as  well 
as  a new  floating  dock  for  short  term  onloading/offloading  behind  the  MacLean’s  Seafood 
building. 

Boaters  in  Fairhaven/New  Bedford  harbor  continue  to  take  advantage  of  the  waste 
pump-out  services  offered  free  of  charge  by  the  harbor  master  department.  Over  513  pump- 
outs occurred  with  over  20,460  gallons  being  pumped  into  the  town  system  for  treatment. 
Boaters  on  the  east  side  of  Sconticut  Neck  and  West  Island  will  receive  this  same  great  ser- 
vice starting  in  the  summer  of  2003.  A gift  of  another  pump-out/patrol  boat  was  provided 
in  October,  courtesy  from  the  Town  of  Orleans  and  the  state’s  Boater  Pump-out  Program. 
Reports  of  mystery  oil  spills  in  the  harbor  increased  in  the  latter  part  of  the  summer.  A 
substantial  spill  of  unknown  origin  had  to  be  cleaned  up  in  an  area  north  of  Union  Wharf. 
Within  that  same  week,  the  harbor  master  working  with  the  U.S.  Coast  Guard,  Marine 
Safety  Office,  detected  a small  fishing  boat  at  a New  Bedford  dock  spilling  diesel  fuel  from 
its  bilge.  In  most  cases  though,  oil  spills  reported  in  the  harbor  are  not  easily  traceable. 
Lastly,  a boat  fire  in  November  heavily  damaged  an  unoccupied  30  foot  recreational  boat 
docked  at  the  Harborside  Marina  off  Middle  Street. 
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Lastly,  the  Fairhaven  harbor  master  office  provides  emergency  rescue  and  law  enforce- 
ment services  along  with  taking  an  active  role  in  the  day-to-day  management  of  harbor 
planning  affairs.  That  includes  a new  role  with  the  U.S.  Coast  Guard  in  developing  a com- 
prehensive ‘port  security"  plan  to  ensure  the  safety  of  our  coastline.

Eligibility  Requirements  for  our  Elderly  and  Handicapped  Household  Programs,  located 
at  our  667-Projects:  1 -2-3-4  & 5,  requires  a minimum  age  of  60,  except  for  handicapped 
applicants.  Not  more  than  a maximum  of  13.5%  of  handicapped  households  may  occupy 
our  Elderly  667  Programs.  The  size  of  the  household  determines  the  income  limits.  The 
maximum  income  for  a one  { 1 } person  household  is  $29,200.00  and  for  a two  { 2 } person 
household  is  $33,350.00.  There  is  no  longer  an  asset  limit. 
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Our  Family  Housing,  located  at  our  705-1  Project,  requires  that  the  eligibility  of 
minimum  age  be  determined  by  “Emancipated  Minors”,  these  applicants  could  be  under 
eighteen  {18}  years  of  age  and  considered  capable  of  independent  living.  The  size  of  the 
household  would  be  determined  by  the  number  of  bedrooms.  Our  family  units  consist  of 
three  { 3 } duplexes,  a total*  of  six  { 6 } family  units.  There  are  five  { 5 } three  { 3 } bedroom 
units,  one  { 1 } two  { 2 } bedroom  barrier- free  handicap  unit,  which  is  wheel  chair  accessible. 
The  size  of  the  household  determines  the  income  limits.  The  maximum  income  for  a two 
{ 2 } person  household  is  $33,350.00,  for  three  { 3 } $34,550.00  for  four  { 4 } $38,400.00,  for 
five  {5}  $41,450.00  and  six  {6}  $44,550.00.  There  is  no  longer  an  asset  limit. 

These  developments  are  financed  by  a grant  issued  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Mas- 
sachusetts which  exercises  general  supervision  over  the  Authority  through  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Community  Developments. 

In  May  of  2001  the  Authority  completed  installation  of  an  elevator  at  our  Dana  Court 
Project  and  this  year  three  { 3 } additional  elevators  will  be  installed  one  { 1 } at  Green 
Meadows  and  two  { 2 } at  our  Oxford  Terrace  Project. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  a turn  over  of  forty-five  {45}  apartments.  There 
were  sixteen  {16}  deaths,  eight  {8}  tenants  went  into  nursing  homes,  seven  {7}  moved  to 
live  with  relatives,  five  { 5 } moved  to  live  elsewhere,  seven  { 7 } transfers  and  two  { 2 } went 
into  assisted  living. 

The  Fairhaven  Housing  Authority  is  locally  managed  by  Stanley  A.  Wojcik,  the  Execu- 
tive Director,  Urania  {Raine}  M.  Oliveira,  the  Assistant  Executive  Director,  Laurie  A. 
Powers,  the  Administrative  Assistant  and  Maintenance  Personnel,  John  E.  Menezes, 
Steven  P.  Espindola  and  Jean  J.  Rousseau.

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FAIRHAVEN  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 
2002  ANNUAL  REPORT 


Chief  Edward  Silva  retired  this  past  year  after  28  years  of  service,  9 of  them  as  chief. 
The  employees  of  the  Fairhaven  Police  Department  wish  him  well  during  his  much 
deserved  retirement.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  replaced  Chief  Silva  with  Sgt.  Gary  Souza  in 
November,  2002.  Chief  Souza  is  a former  Assistant  District  Attorney  and  has  20  years  of 
service  with  the  Fairhaven  Police  Department. 

Detective  Pamela  Bourgault  assumed  full-time  duties  as  the  Domestic  Violence  and 
Elder  Protection  Officer  with  the  promotion  of  Chief  Souza.  Detective  Bourgault  served  in 
that  capacity  for  several  years  on  a part-time  basis  assisting  Chief  Souza.  During  the  year 
2002,  the  Domestic  Violence/Elder  Protection  Unit  investigated  424  cases  of  domestic  vio- 
lence and  22  cases  of  elder  abuse  or  neglect.  Providing  protection  and  services  to  domestic 
violence  and  elder  abuse  victims  and  prosecuting  those  responsible  remains  a top  priority 
of  the  Fairhaven  Police  Department. 

Also  retiring  in  2002  was  Officer  Herbert  Souza  after  26  years  of  service.  Officer  Souza 
was  department  firearms  officer.  Officer  Alfred  Raphael  was  assigned  to  replace  Officer 
Souza  in  that  capacity. 

In  assuming  his  duties  as  firearms  officer.  Officer  Raphael  had  little  time  to  acclimate 
himself  to  his  added  responsibilities.  In  2001,  this  department  processed  200  applications 
for  Firearms  Identification  Cards  and  Licenses  to  Carry  Firearms.  Officer  Raphael  was 
forced  to  process  320  applications  in  2002.  Each  application  involves  a time  consuming 
process  of  photographs,  fingerprinting  and  criminal  background  check. 

The  Detective  division  commanded  by  Sergeant  Arthur  Shepard  experienced  another 
busy  year.  Detectives  arrested  48  persons,  filed  109  criminal  complaints  and  executed  14 
search  warrants  in  the  year  2002.  They  investigated  606  cases  referred  to  them  for  follow- 
up investigation. 

The  Fairhaven  Police  Department  has  experienced  a drastic  increase  in  calls  for  service 
over  the  past  7 years.  The  year  2002  saw  18,161  calls  for  service,  a greater  number  than 
we  have  ever  seen. 

The  term  “calls  for  service”  in  police  jargon  means  any  event  that  necessitates  police 
perform  a service  to  the  public.  A call  for  service  includes  everything  from  a murder  or 
fatal  accident  to  a police  officer  issuing  a speeding  ticket  or  responding  to  a neighbor  com- 
plaint of  loud  music.  Calls  for  service  increased  from  11,287  in  1995  to  18,161  in  2002,  an 
increase  of  over  62%.

In  2002,  the  F.B.I.  released  its  annual  crime  statistics  for  2001  showing  Fairhaven 
experienced  an  increase  of  29%  in  property  crime  and  11  % in  violent  crime  from  the 
year  2000.  All  members  of  the  Fairhaven  Police  Department  consider  this  increase  unac- 
ceptable. Among  the  measures  the  department  intends  to  use  to  curb  increase  in  crime  is 
implementation  of  greater  directed  patrol  based  upon  crime  analysis  rather  than  reliance  on 
random,  unstructured  patrol.  Further,  we  will  be  soliciting  the  assistance  of  the  public  by 
formation  of  crime  watch  groups  and  conducting  citizen’s  police  academies. 

Motor  vehicle  accidents  have  increased  dramatically  over  the  past  6 years  resulting  in 
Fairhaven  having  the  dubious  distinction  of  being  33rd  among  351  Massachusetts  cities  and 
towns  in  accidents  and  injuries  per  capita. 

Preliminary  numbers  show  845  motor  vehicle  accidents  in  2002.  That’s  an  increase 
of  over  72  % since  1996.  The  increase  in  clearly  attributable  to  the  increased  number 
of  vehicles  on  our  roadways  due  to  business  development.  We  will  continue  to  increase 
enforcement  efforts  through  traffic  safety  grants  obtained  from  the  Governor’s  Highway 
Safety  Bureau.  We  will  also  increase  our  traffic  safety  educational  efforts  including  seatbelt 
checkpoints  a citizen  radar  watch. 

The  Fairhaven  Police  Department  continues  to  handle  an  increase  in  the  number  and 
severity  of  calls  with  the  same  number  of  police  as  were  on  the  force  in  1988.  In  fact  there 
were  31  police  officers  in  the  department  in  1988  and  there  are  currently  30  officers  with 
the  retirement  of  Chief  Silva. 

On  behalf  of  the  officers  and  civilian  employees  of  the  Fairhaven  Police  Department,  I 
thank  the  people  of  the  Town  of  Fairhaven  for  their  trust  and  support.  To  you  we  say  that 
we  will  continue  to  stress  that  our  profession  is  a service  profession  and  that  our  mission  is 
to  provide  service  to  the  public  not  just  law  enforcement.

Volunteers 

Phyllis  McClain,  Florence  Whalley,  Beth  Trull,  Cal  Thornton,  and  Pat  DeSouza,  our  ii 
Technical  Services  Volunteers,  continued  to  help  prepare  items  for  circulation.  Ernestine  i 
Locke,  Alice  Rapp,  Janet  Peters,  Peg  Rogers,  Beth  Trull,  Nat  Hemingway,  Axel  Bern-  i 
hardt,  Beverly  Shavinsky,  Sandra  Holmes  and  Connie  Whalen  did  work  in  the  archives.  In 
FY2002,  we  received  about  3,276  hours  of  volunteer  services,  excluding  that  of  the  Trust- 
ees and  Friends.  In  May,  we  held  our  annual  Volunteer  Recognition  Day. 

Children’s  Department 

Preschool  story  time  continued  on  Wednesday  mornings  during  the  winter,  spring  and 
fall.  The  library  received  many  class  visits  from  local  elementary  schools  and  scout  troops 
and  Youth  Services  Librarian  Lisa  Howard  visited  many  of  the  elementary  classrooms. 

The  library  received  grants  from  the  Fairhaven  Cultural  Council  and  the  Friends  of  the 
Millicent  Library  for  programs  during  the  summer  as  well  as  for  special  events  throughout  ! 
the  year. 

Archives 

Debbie  Charpentier  and  her  volunteers  continued  their  tasks  of  organizing  and  indexing 
the  town’s  past.  A group  of  local  postcard  collectors  met  weekly  with  the  hope  of  publish- 
ing a book  of  Fairhaven  cards.  The  library  was  also  involved  in  the  Heritage  Council, 
which  has  been  organized  to  set  up  a history  display  at  the  Congregational  Church.  The 
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historiography  class  at  the  high  school  continued  to  study  at  the  archives.  There  were 
numerous  requests  for  genealogy  information  and  house  histories  in  person,  in  writing, 
and  online. 

Debbie  has  also  been  acting  as  an  unofficial  clerk  of  the  works  on  the  renovation  proj- 
ect. 

Exhibits 

Ron  Barboza  set  up  an  exhibit  of  his  beautiful  collection  of  photographs  depicting  Cape 
Verde  and  its  immigrants.  Joan  Daley  brought  in  her  collection  of  handmade  baskets.  There 
were  displays  commemorating  Elizabeth  Hastings,  Francis  Tucker,  the  Dean  family  and 
Veterans’  Day. 

The  seventh  grade  art  students  from  Hastings  Middle  School  constructed  a huge  Ameri- 
can flag  collage  that  has  been  in  the  Children’s  Room  since  the  summer  and  has  garnered 
many  favorable  comments. 

Donations 

A memorial  fund  was  set  up  in  memory  of  Lillian  Schmidt  who  worked  at  the  library 
from  1954  to  1982.  Donations  in  memory  of  Mildred  O.  Tunstall  and  John  J.  Oliveira 
increased  the  memorial  funds  set  up  in  their  names.  Other  benefactors  made  donations 
in  memory  of  lost  loved  ones.  Some  of  the  organizations  that  use  our  auditorium,  such  as 
the  Fairhaven  Mothers  Club,  Community  Chaplains,  the  Shining  Tides  Quilters,  and  the 
Fairhaven/New  Bedford — Tosashimizu  Sister  City  Committee  made  contributions. 

Chet  Cesolini  provided  the  archives  with  a photocopy  machine  and  Max  Isaksen  bought 
us  a scanner  for  historic  photos.  The  Friends  of  the  Library  bought  a super  digital  camera 
for  the  web  page,  inventory,  and  documentation.  We  received  a grant  of  $12,000  from  the 
Melinda  and  Bill  Gates  Foundation  for  new  computers.  These  will  be  in  place  sometime 
next  spring. 

The  Mattapoisett  Library  donated  a miniature  silver  water  carrier  that  was  given  to 
Charles  Hamlin  by  Viscount  Ishii  on  the  day  the  Samurai  Sword  was  presented  to  the  town 
in  1918.  Priscilla  Perry  donated  a Heisey  bowl  and  a letter  from  Lady  Fairhaven. 

Fairlawn  Mortuary  continued  to  keep  us  supplied  with  bookmarks  and  Daniel  Mello 
Real  Estate  provided  the  envelopes  for  patron  library  cards. 

We  really  appreciate  the  kind  thoughts  and  generosity  of  all. 
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Computers 


The  SAILS  network  to  which  we  belong  now  includes  55  libraries — public,  school,  and 
academic.  They  also  host  the  Millicent  Library’s  website. 

The  library’s  website,  now  with  its  own  domain  name,  continued  to  provide  informa- 
tion about  the  library  and  its  services  as  well  as  information  on  the  town  of  Fairhaven.  The 
visitor’s  page  has  pictures  of  people  who  come  to  the  library  from  out  of  town  and  provides 
them  with  a souvenir.  We  also  put  on  links  to  sites  of  interest  and  stories  about  historical 
items  we  have  obtained.  Veterans’  Agent  Jim  Cochran  also  produced  an  ongoing  inventory 
of  Fairhaven  monuments,  which  we  have  translated  into  series  of  web  pages  on  our  site. 
We  try  to  keep  up  on  linking  to  other  Fairhaven  groups  and  business  websites.  The  Internet 
has  provided  a very  convenient  way  to  keep  everyone  updated  immediately. 

Statistics  and  Visitors 

During  FY02,  the  Library  circulated  114,792  items  and  loaned  another  13,820  to  other 
libraries.  Our  holdings  include  64,387  books,  589  volumes  of  magazines,  4,327  CD’s  and 
audio  cassettes,  2,305  videos  and  DVD’s.  We  subscribe  to  173  periodical  titles.  As  of  July 
1,  2002  there  were  9,726  borrowers  registered  to  the  Millicent  Library.  We  have  two  ter- 
minals dedicated  to  public  access  to  the  Internet.  Through  the  network,  region,  and  our 
own  budget,  the  library  provides  access  to  many  databases  both  in-library  and  from  home. 
You  can  find  the  list  by  visiting  the  library’s  home  page  at  www.millicent library.org.  The 
Library’s  website  recorded  20,072  hits  during  FY02.  We  had  visitors  from  36  states  sign 
our  guest  book  this  year.  We  also  had  guests  from  Canada,  China,  England,  France,  Ger- 
many, Morocco,  Japan,  Ecuador,  Australia,  Norway,  Peru,  Chile,  and  Holland.  Many  of 
these  visitors  arrived  on  boats  and  came  in  to  check  their  e-mail  and  many  were  visiting 
relatives  in  town  and  wanted  to  keep  touch  with  those  at  home. 

The  Library  auditorium  held  meetings  of  the  Sister  City  Committee,  Fairhaven  Mothers 
Club,  the  College  Club,  Shining  Tides  Quilters,  Southcoast  Learning,  Brownies,  Com- 
munity Care  Services,  Community  Chaplains,  Sons  of  Norway,  as  well  as  several  other 
groups.  The  library  was  a collection  point  for  Shepherds  Food  pantry. 

Programs 

The  Library  held  its  5th  annual  “marathon”  reading  of  Dickens’  A Christmas  Carol 
as  part  of  Victorian  weekend.  Volunteer  Norma  Markey  helped  the  kids  make  Victorian 
Christmas  Cards. 

The  Millicent  Library  Book  Discussion  Group  organized  and  led  by  Mary  Jane  Richard 
continued  to  meet  every  month.  This  popular  program  allows  patrons  to  share  their  ideas 
on  particular  books  and  to  hear  local  authors  and  journalists  discuss  their  work. 

The  Friends  of  the  Millicent  Library  also  sponsored  several  programs  including  one  on 
local  Native  Americans  and  another  on  New  Bedford  lighthouses. 
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Summary

The  Planning  Board  and  the  Department  of  Planning  and  Economic  Development  have 
seen  a few  changes  in  2002.  In  March  Ms.  Kim  Nogueira,  the  Boards  Secretary  for  the  last 
six  years,  resigned  and  in  April  Mr.  Jim  Pelland  was  hired.  Also  in  April,  Planning  Board 
members  Albert  Borger  and  Jeffrey  Lucas  were  re-elected.  In  September  Lisa  Moniz,  the 
Department’s  Senior  Clerk  for  the  last  three  years,  received  an  advancement  opportunity 
with  the  Assessor’s  Office.  In  October,  Ms.  Carolyn  Hurley  was  hired  as  the  Department’s 
new  Senior  Clerk.  With  these  changes,  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Department  of  Plan- 
ning and  Economic  Development  enjoyed  another  very  successful  year  in  2002. 

During  2002  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Department  of  Planning  and  Economic  Devel- 
opment have  worked  to  refine  many  portions  of  the  Fairhaven  Zoning  Bylaw.  At  the  June 
2002  Town  Meeting  approved  bylaw  amendments  that  will  improve  the  aesthetic  quality  of 
future  development  in  Town  and  clarify  what  requires  a Special  Permit.  Included  among 
these  changes  were  a reduction  in  the  required  parking  for  commercial  and  industrial 
developments,  increasing  the  minimum  landscape  planter  island  size  within  parking  lots, 
and  require  parking  lot  setback  between  business  zones.  These  changes  will  allow  for 
more  landscaped  area  within  developments. 

Raymond  Fleurent  and  A1  Borges  were  once  again  appointed  by  the  Planning  Board 
and  Selectmen  respectively  to  serve  as  the  Town’s  Commissioners  on  the  Southeastern 
Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development  District  (SREPEDD).  William  Roth  was 
appointed  to  represent  the  Town  on  the  Joint  Transportation  Planning  Group,  an  advisory 
committee  to  the  regional  planning  agency  on  transportation  issues. 

The  Department  of  Planning  and  Economic  Development  has  continued  to  assist  the 
Planning  Board  in  preparing  the  Town  for  the  future  by  developing  all  the  zoning  changes 
brought  to  Town  Meeting  as  well  as  reviewing  development  projects.  The  Department  of 
Planning  and  Economic  Development  was  successful  in  receiving,  for  the  Town,  the  fol- 
lowing grants,  which  totaled  $580,000.00. 

• Federal  Land  and  Water  Conservation  Grant  ($250,000)  - Funding  from  this 
grant  will  help  the  Town  in  acquiring  Hoppy’s  Landing  for  public  recreation 
and  open  space. 

• Seaport  Advisory  Council  ($80,000)  - Funding  from  this  grant  will  help  the 
Town  in  acquiring  Hoppy’s  Landing  so  as  to  continue  to  allow  commercial 
fishing  from  the  site. 
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Urban  Self-Help  Grant  ($250,000)  - Funding  from  this  grant  will  help  the 
Town  to  renovate  and  reconstruct  Livesey  Park. 

The  Planning  Board  and  the  Department  of  Planning  and  Economic  Development  once 
again  thank  Town  Meeting  Members  for  their  continued  support  of  our  work  to  make  the 
Town  Zoning  Bylaws  more  responsive  to  the  needs  of  the  Town.  We  look  forward  to 
2003.

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FAIRHAVEN  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 
2002  ANNUAL  REPORT 


In  2002,  the  Fairhaven  Fire  Department  had  a very  busy  but  positive  year. 

The  Fairhaven  Fire  Department,  as  stated  in  last  year’s  report,  has  been  in  the  process 
of  may  administrative  changes  that  have  made  our  department  run  more  efficiently.  The 
Firefighters  are  awaiting  training  sessions  from  the  State  on  bio-terrorism  and  how  to  deal 
with  Ebola,  Smallpox  and  many  other  terrorist  acts.  We  have  received  some  training  on 
Anthrax  and  bombings,  but  we  still  look  to  the  State  for  more  information. 

The  Fire  Department  has  been  running  the  Emergency  Medical  Service  for  over  a year 
now  and  the  Paramedics  and  EMT’s  have  been  very  busy.  We  are  about  125  runs  over  last 
year  and  it  seems  that  both  of  the  Town’s  ambulances  are  being  used  simultaneously  more 
often. 

The  EMS  Service  and  the  Fire  Department  went  before  Town  Meeting  this  past  Octo- 
ber and  was  allowed  to  hire  two  new  Firefighter/Paramedics  to  help  handle  the  increasing 
amount  of  calls.  These  Firefighter/Paramedics  are  not  going  to  cost  the  taxpayers  any 
money  as  the  funds  for  these  personnel  are  coming  from  the  Ambulance  account.  Joining 
our  department  as  the  new  FF/Paramedics  are  David  Gordon  and  Melissa  Fox.  David  has 
been  a Call  Firefighter  with  this  department  for  many  years,  and  Melissa  is  a St.  Luke’s 
Paramedic  who  has  15  years  of  paramedic  experience.  The  Fire  Department  welcomes 
them  to  the  job. 

Our  department  has  also  lost  a good  firefighter  to  retirement  this  year.  FF  Michael 
Martin  has  been  with  us  for  over  30  years,  we  will  miss  him  but  wish  him  well  in  his 
retirement.  The  Town  is  a very  grateful  for  all  of  his  years  of  service  and  we  give  thanks 
to  his  family  for  all  the  holidays  that  were  spent  working  instead  of  with  them.  He  will  be 
replaced  with  FF/Paramedic  Nathan  Sylvia,  who  currently  works  as  a paramedic  and  as  a 
call  firefighter  in  Mattapoisett. 

We  will  be  again  hosting  a Firefighter  I/II  training  class  for  new  Call  Firefighters  this 
year.  We  have  eight  people  who  are  showing  interest  in  becoming  Call  Firefighters.  Know- 
ing the  difficulties  that  we  have  had,  and  still  have,  getting  Call  Firefighters  that  are  avail- 
able for  calls  during  the  day,  and  also  keeping  new  Call  firefighters  on  the  department  due 
to  the  tremendous  time  it  takes  to  train,  we  hope  these  new  candidates  will  help  alleviate 
our  problems. 

This  Department  has  also  started  its  Wellness  Program  that  is  required  by  the  State.  We 
have  contracted  with  Healthtrax  in  Dartmouth  to  work  with  our  Firefighters  that  started  the 
job  on  or  after  1996.  These  firefighters  must  keep  themselves  in  good  physical  condition  to 
pass  their  Physical  Abilities  test,  which  is  every  two  years,  and  Heathtrax  will  help  them 
stay  that  way. 
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The  Fire  Department  and  the  Apparatus  Study  Committee  was  successful  at  the  Special 
Town  Meeting  in  February  and  was  appropriated  the  money  to  replace  Engine  3.  Our  new 
Engine  3 is  now  in  service  at  Headquarters  and  all  are  welcome  to  come  by  and  see  it.  Old 
Engine  3 is  for  sale  and  hopefully  will  be  sold  soon.  We  also  purchased  a new  Ambulance 
this  year,  on  track  with  our  ambulance  replacement  schedule,  which  is  now  in  service 
also. 

We  hope  to  see  Phase  II  of  our  building  renovations  some  time  in  the  near  future.  We 
know  the  Town  is  looking  at  a new  school  and  hope  that  the  Fire  Department  falls  some- 
where in  the  big  picture  so  we  can  finish  our  project  to  operate  and  run  smoother. 

This  Department  has  once  again  applied  for  a Federal  Fire  Act  Grant,  with  which  we 
would  like  to  purchase  new  fire  gear  for  all  our  Firefighters.  Our  goal  is  to  replace  our  cur- 
rent gear  with  new  NFPA  standard  firefighting  gear,  which  is  much  lighter  than  the  gear 
we  use  now.  We  applied  for  a grant  of  $65,000  and  while  in  the  process  of  preparing  this 
annual  report,  we  were  pleased  to  find  out  that  we  were  awarded  a grant  of  $58,499.  We 
submitted  this  grant  request  in  the  beginning  of  2002,  waited  patiently  and  finally  in  the  last 
round  of  awards  we  received  our  good  news.  This  grant  will  aid  us  tremendously  in  replac- 
ing the  old  worn  out  gear  that  our  Firefighters  have  had  to  contend  with  for  many  years.  We 
are  all  very  delighted.  We  are  also  applying  to  receive  a share  of  a grant  provided  by  the 
State,  our  share  will  be  approximately  $31,000.  This  grant  will  help  us  update  some  of  our 
firefighting  equipment  such  as  new  air  packs,  radios  and  jaws  power  head. 

Please  remember  that  the  Fairhaven  Fire  Department  operates  as  a modem  Public 
Safety  Department,  keeping  our  Firefighters,  Paramedics  and  Emergency  Medical  Techni- 
cians well  trained,  so  we  can  better  service  you  in  your  time  of  emergency. 

Here  is  a list  of  the  Fairhaven  Fire  Department’s  activities  in  2002.  On  first  look  it 
appears  that  our  total  number  have  runs  have  decreased  from  2001,  but  if  you  discount 
all  the  cellar  pump  out  calls  that  we  had  from  the  major  March  2001  storm,  our  calls  for 
service  have  actually  increased. 

I,  as  Chief  of  the  Fairhaven  Fire  Department  would  like  to  thank  Town  Meeting,  Board 
of  Selectmen  and  all  other  departments  in  Town  for  their  support  and  help  over  the  past 
year.

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FAIRHAVEN  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


The  year  of  2002  ushered  in  a number  of  changes  for  the  Board  of  Health.  Our  newly 
elected  Board  member  Charlie  Murphy  is  a welcome  addition  to  the  Board.  All  Board 
members  and  staff  are  certified  for  Board  of  Health  criteria  by  the  Massachusetts  Associa- 
tion of  Health  Boards.  In  August,  a plaque  was  presented  to  Ross  Szeliga  in  memory  of 
his  father,  David  Szeliga,  a former  Board  of  Health  member  and  dedicated  activist  in  the 
Fairhaven  community. 

Sewer  will  soon  be  available  for  over  630  homes  along  Sconticut  Neck  Road  and  30 
homes  in  the  Marguerite  Street  area.  This  will  greatly  alleviate  a health  nuisance  situation 
that  has  lingered  and  grown  for  many  years.  We  applaud  those  who  promoted  the  issues 
and  the  dire  need.  During  the  course  of  the  year,  we  assisted  in  the  regulatory  compliance 
and  opening  of  Pizzeria  Uno  Chicago  Bar  & Grill,  Wal-Greens,  the  new  Brook’s  Pharmacy 
and  Just  Ray’s  Restaurant,  to  name  a few.  In  all,  there  are  130  food  establishments,  which 
are  licensed  in  Town.  These  include  60  food  service  establishments,  42  retail  food  estab- 
lishments, 14  schools,  7 marinas  and  7 seasonal  food  service  establishments.  Each  estab- 
lishment is  inspected  at  least  twice  per  year.  Beaches  were  tested  weekly  from  June  through 
September.  There  were  1 1 housing  inspections,  numerous  court  proceedings  through  the 
Massachusetts  Housing  Court  in  New  Bedford,  527  water  analyses  through  the  Board’s 
Massachusetts  certified  drinking  water  laboratory,  26  percolation  tests,  17  septic  system 
inspections  and  3 rounds  of  compliance  checks  performed  for  sale  of  tobacco  products  to 
minors  which  resulted  in  6 written  warnings  and  four  fines  totaling  $500.00. 

The  Board  of  Health  sponsored  many  clinics  — flu,  pneumococcal,  blood  pressure  and 
rabies.  Clinics  were  also  held  for  childhood  immunization  for  school  children.  They  were 
all  well  attended. 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Health  thank  everybody  for  the  opportunity  to  serve 
them.

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BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 


On  June  30,  2002  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  completed  forty  three 
years  of  service  to  the  cities  and  towns  of  Bristol  County. 

The  Mosquito  control  project  works  year-round  in  its  efforts  to  reduce  mosquito-breed- 
ing sites  and  adult  mosquito  populations.  The  Project  uses  several  different  measures  of 
control  in  its  never-ending  fight  against  mosquitoes. 

Spring  and  Summer  Larviciding  — To  reduce  the  emergence  of  adult  mosquitoes  in 
areas  where  mosquito  larvae  is  present. 

Catch  Basin  Treatment  — To  stop  mosquito  emergence  from  rain-filled  catch  basins 
and  storm  drains. 

Light  Trapping  Program  - To  monitor  mosquito  populations  as  to  their  type  and  number 
- a program  necessary  in  encephalitis  surveillance.  Light  trapping  of  mosquitoes  is  also 
useful  to  determine  what  areas  have  high  mosquito  populations  and  should  be  sprayed. 

Water  Management  — A year  round  endeavor  to  clean  and  construct  mosquito  drain- 
age ditches  in  lowland  swamps  to  reduce  their  favorability  as  breeding  sites  for  mosquito 
larvae. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  to  use  pesticides  that  are 
environmentally  safe  so  that  the  safety  of  the  people  and  environment  are  not  jeopardized. 
We  use  many  of  the  biological  insecticides  as  are  practical  with  the  environmental  condi- 
tions present  in  the  New  England  area.  We  are  presently  using  three  different  formulations 
of  B.T.I.  in  our  larviciding  program. 

All  of  our  spray  equipment  is  calibrated  periodically  in  order  to  insure  that  dosage  rates 
remain  at  safe  levels  but  are  adequate  to  reduce  mosquito  populations.  The  operators  of  our 
spray  equipment  are  state  certified  pesticide  applicators  that  are  required  to  attend  classes 
on  pesticide  safety  on  a yearly  basis. 

Wetlands  in  the  spring  of  2002  were  below  normal  due  to  the  lack  of  normal  precipita- 
tion during  the  winter  months.  Bristol  County  received  less  snow  and  rain  than  other  areas 
to  the  north  and  west.  With  low  water  levels  in  most  of  our  wetland  areas  the  spring  brood 
of  mosquitoes  was  below  average.  The  Project  started  our  larviciding  program  the  end  of 
March. 

During  mid-to-late  May  we  began  receiving  requests  for  adulticiding  but  not  as  many 
calls  as  in  previous  years. 
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The  Project  began  its  mosquito  surveillance  program  in  early  June  to  monitor  mosquito 
types  and  levels.  This  is  done  in  order  to  check  for  virus  levels  in  the  mosquito  collections. 
They  are  tested  for  both  EEE  and  WNV.  The  surveillance  program  continued  until  the  end 
of  October. 

There  were  only  2 positive  WNV  isolates  in  mosquitoes  that  were  tested  and  5 positive 
isolates  in  birds.  There  were  no  human  cases  in  Bristol  County. 

The  Project  sprayed  all  known  mosquito-infested  areas  and  answered  all  requests  for 
spraying,  for  a total  of  1 1,136-sprayed  acres. 

During  the  spring  and  summer  months  12.75  acres  of  breeding  wetlands  were  larvi- 
cided. 

During  the  fall  and  winter  months  a total  of  5,655  feet  of  brush  was  cut  and  5,655  feet  of 
drainage  ditch  was  reclaimed.  The  crawler  tractor  dug  100  feet  of  drainage  ditch.

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RECREATION  DEPARTMENT 


2002  was  an  extremely  active  year  for  the  Fairhaven  Recreation  Center,  with  the  acqui- 
sition of  approximately  1,700  members  to  date,  and  the  slew  of  new  programs  and  events 
that  attracted  such  positive  attention  from  the  town.  The  center  is  now  a thriving  atmo- 
sphere of  energy  and  activity. 

We’ve  had  many  successes  over  the  year.  Among  these  are  the  Kool  Kids  summer  pro- 
gram in  which  children  came  to  the  center  for  eight  hours  a day  to  play  games,  do  arts  and 
crafts,  have  lunch,  and  pretty  much  have  a good  time  with  our  staff.  The  turnout  and  feed- 
back were  phenomenal,  and  led  to  the  creation  of  Kids  Club  Afterschool,  a continuation  of 
the  summer  program  that  takes  place  for  a few  hours  after  school.  The  children  engage  in 
homework  time,  active  games,  and  computer  instruction. 

In  addition  to  the  summer  program  and  after-school  program  we  offered  many  other 
youth  activities.  Nautilus  for  Teens,  Sports  and  Games,  Floor  Hockey,  Youth  Karate,  Little 
Ninjas,  The  Play’s  the  Thing  and  much,  much  more.  These  and  other  programs  have  been 
well  received  by  the  residents. 

Fairhaven  Recreation  has  seen  a tremendous  enrollment  in  many  of  the  adult  programs 
as  well.  Some  of  the  more  popular  programs  have  been  KickFit,  Aerobics,  Yoga.  Pilates 
and  the  Adult  Basketball  League.  Our  open  gym  times  for  both  volleyball  and  basketball 
were  the  catalyst  for  many  people  to  join  the  Recreation  Center.  The  open  gym  hours  are 
I convenient  for  nearly  everybody,  and  are  free  as  a perk  of  becoming  a member.  The  brand 
new  facility  has  attracted  members  that  want  to  play  by  themselves  or  with  others. 

The  wellness  room  which  houses  Nautilus  and  cardiovascular  equipment  has  seen  an 
; overwhelming  response.  As  a result  the  Wellness  Room  has  proved  to  be  a great  place  to 
relieve  stress,  keep  fit  and  meet  new  people. 

The  past  year  has  also  introduced  many  new  special  events  to  the  Fairhaven  community. 

; The  first  annual  Flashlight  Egg  Hunt  was  a big  success  with  more  than  eighty  children  in 
attendance.  Not  all  programs  are  focused  solely  with  the  center;  many  cooperative  efforts 
have  been  made  with  other  town  departments  and  organizations.  Big  Truck  Day  was  the 
brainchild  of  the  Recreation  Center  and  the  Board  of  Public  Works  to  offer  a day  of  fun 
for  town  participants  while  showing  them  the  equipment  and  trucks  of  the  BPW.  Also,  the 
! Fairhaven  Police  Department  chose  to  make  use  of  our  facilities  for  the  Bike  Rodeo,  an 
event  that  allowed  children’s  bicycles  and  helmets  to  be  inspected  by  police  officers  for 
safety. 

Fairhaven  Improvement  Association  has  also  teamed  up  with  us  to  provide  Family 
Movie  Nights  and  Youth  Dances  for  the  middle  school  and  high  school  students.  The 
dances  were  successful  and  something  new  for  students  during  the  long  summer  break. 
Family  Movie  Nights  are  an  event  for  the  entire  family  to  enjoy.  A large,  standard  movie

screen  is  set  up  in  the  gym  complete  with  surround  sound  system  and  a relatively  new 
family  movie  is  shown.  This  past  summer  we  featured  “Willy  Wonka  and  The  Chocolate 
Factory”,  “Cats  and  Dogs”  and  “Shrek”.  The  result  is  a fun,  free  evening  with  the  family 
while  munching  on  our  provided  snacks. 

Another  highlight  of  2002  was  the  appointment  of  a Program  Coordinator,  a new  posi- 
tion needed  as  a direct  result  of  the  fast  growth  Fairhaven  Recreation  has  seen  after  only 
one  year.  The  position  was  granted  to  Tom  Cooney,  previously  on  staff  as  a Recreation 
Supervisor.  Tom  graduated  from  Bridgewater  State  College  this  fall  with  a degree  in  physi- 
cal education  and  concentration  in  coaching.  We’re  pleased  he  has  taken  on  this  new  role. 

Overall,  2002  was  a whirlwind  of  activity  for  the  Recreation  Center.  We  endow  our 
thanks  to  everyone  who  supported  us  in  so  many  ways.  A special  thanks  to  all  the  town 
departments,  boards,  businesses,  volunteers  and  supporting  residents  of  the  community 
because  without  you  Fairhaven  Recreation  could  not  be  so  successful.  We’re  happy  to  be 
providing  a healthy  service  to  the  community  and  hope  that  2003  proves  to  be  an  even 
better  year.

Our  Annual  Town  Election  was  held  in  April.  We  had  our  Annual  Town  Meeting  and  a 
Special  Town  Meeting  in  June. 

Cash  turned  over  to  the  Treasurer  was  $46,382.25.  The  Town  Clerk’s  Office  issued 
1,971  dog  licenses  for  a total  of  $8,298.00.  This  office  also  collected  $8,778.00  in  parking 
fines.  The  Town  Clerk’s  Office  also  issues  fish  and  game  licenses. 

The  administration  of  elections  is  another  function  of  the  Town  Clerk’s  Office.  It 
involves  the  preparation  and  printing  of  the  ballots,  the  supervision  of  election  officials, 
the  reporting  of  returns  and  the  certification  of  the  officials  elected.

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BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 


Commissioner  Paul  E.  Francis  resigned  from  his  position  on  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
upon  his  relocation  to  another  part  of  the  country.  Mr.  Francis  served  more  than  1 7 years 
on  the  Board  of  Public  Works.  We  are  grateful  and  appreciative  for  his  contributions  to  the 
Board  of  Public  Works,  and  wish  him  well  in  his  future  endeavors. 

Mr.  Robert  Bosworth  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  left  by  Mr.  Francis. 

Two  sewer  construction  projects  were  approved  by  Town  Meeting  this  year  and  work 
has  begun  on  both  projects.  The  Nancy  Street  Area  Sewer  Extension  Project  will  serve 
approximately  35  homes  in  the  Nancy  Street,  Mina  Street,  and  Marguerite  Street  area.  The 
Sconticut  Neck  Area  Sewer  Extension  Project  will  serve  approximately  650  homes  in  the 
area  between  Little  Bay  Road  and  Camel  Street  on  Sconticut  Neck.  Unfortunately,  no  state 
or  federal  grants  or  low  interest  loans  were  available  to  help  lower  the  costs  of  the  project. 
The  benefiting  property  owners  will  pay  100%  of  all  project  costs  under  the  sewer  better- 
ment system.  These  property  owners  deserve  a great  deal  of  credit  for  recognizing  that  the 
benefits  and  value  added  by  extending  and  connecting  into  the  sewer  system  are  worth  the 
significant  costs  that  they  will  incur. 

Plans  to  reconstruct  a portion  of  Green  Street  were  put  on  hold  after  a large  group  of 
neighbors  protested  the  proposal  to  remove  a number  of  mature  shade  trees  that  presently 
| line  both  sides  of  the  street.  The  Board  of  Public  Works  agreed  to  investigate  alternative 
I methods  to  rebuild  old  streets  in  Town  in  a manner  that  fully  preserves  the  character  of  the 
neighborhoods.  We  formed  an  informal  committee  called  Streetscapes  Committee,  to  study 
i the  issues  and  present  recommendations. 

Design  work  was  completed  on  Little  Bay  Bike  Path  Extension.  This  project  will  open 
up  access  to  the  Little  Bay  area  for  many  residents  who  have  never  before  had  the  oppor- 
j tunity  to  see  how  beautiful  and  special  this  area  is.  Funding  for  the  construction  was  obli- 
; gated  by  the  Massachusetts  Highway  Department.  All  subsequent  bidding,  construction, 
and  engineering  work  will  be  managed  by  Massachusetts  Highway  Department. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  is  concerned  with  the  potential  for  a serious  accident  at 
the  bike  path  crossing  at  Sconticut  Neck  Road.  The  Police  Department  has  been  working 
closely  with  us  to  develop  some  ideas  for  improving  the  safety  of  pedestrians  and  bicy- 
clists as  they  cross  this  location.  We  intend  to  solicit  proposals  from  traffic  engineering 
consultants  for  developing  solutions  to  the  problems. 

Both  the  Water  Department  and  the  Sewer  Department  are  funded  as  “Enterprise” 
accounts  meaning  that  operating  costs  and  debt  payments  are  paid  from  fees  generated  by 
usage  rates.  Normal  routine  operating  costs  such  as  salaries,  repairs,  utilities,  and  supplies 
necessary  to  operate  the  sewer  and  water  facilities  continue  to  increase  every  year.  Also, 
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the  facilities  themselves  need  to  be  renovated,  expanded,  and  upgraded  from  time  to  time 
as  a result  of  regulatory  action,  Town  growth,  and  wear  and  tear  of  equipment.  The  primary 
way  to  fund  these  increased  expenses  is  to  review  and  adjust  the  water  and  sewer  rates 
periodically  and  adjust  them  as  needed. 

In  the  next  several  years  we  need  to  consider  several  capital  improvement  projects, 
including:  increase  our  well  water  pumping  capacity;  build  a new  water  tower  to  provide 
adequate  fire  fighting  capability;  convert  the  wastewater  disinfection  system  to  an  ultra- 
violet light  system  to  eliminate  the  use  of  chlorine;  provide  nitrogen  control  to  improve  the 
water  quality  in  the  New  Bedford  Harbor;  install  odor  control  facilities  at  the  wastewater 
treatment  plant  to  reduce  adverse  impacts  on  the  surrounding  neighborhood;  and  renew  and 
replace  obsolete  equipment.  These  projects  will  cost  several  thousand  dollars.  The  Board 
of  Public  Works  has  initiated  a review  of  all  current  and  projected  operating  expenses  and 
anticipated  capital  improvement  projects  for  the  next  ten  years.  Once  these  expenses  are 
summarized,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  will  be  in  a position  to  recommend  an  appropriate 
increase  in  the  rates,  which  will  keep  the  water  and  sewer  departments  self-sufficient  and 
free  of  subsidy  from  the  property  tax  revenues. 

Solid  Waste  Collection  is  being  provided  by  ABC  Disposal  Service.  The  services 
include  weekly  curbside  trash  pickup,  seasonal  curbside  leaf  pickup,  a special  Christmas 
tree  collection,  and  a bulky  item  pickup  day. 

Several  new  commercial  developments  began  construction  this  year,  including:  Costa 
Bros.  Masonry,  U.S.  Postal  Service  Building,  and  Texeira’s  Auto  Sales.  The  Board  of 
Public  Works  conducted  an  engineering  review  of  these  projects  and  required  that  an 
inspector  be  hired  to  oversee  construction  activities. 

The  Town  has  historically  made  wise  decisions  regarding  investments  in  its  public 
works  infrastructure.  As  a result,  our  roads  are  maintained  in  good  condition.  Our  drinking 
water  is  clean.  Our  sewer  treatment  plant  prevents  pollution  of  the  ocean,  groundwater  and 
wetlands.  Our  quality  of  life  is  enhanced  and  promoted  by  our  good  streets,  clean  water, 
and  enjoyable  park  facilities.  In  good  financial  times  and  in  bad,  we  must  continue  to  invest 
wisely  in  our  public  works  facilities  in  order  to  preserve  our  quality  of  life. 
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The  Board  of  Public  Works  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  residents  who  have  brought 
their  concerns  to  our  attention.  We  also  want  to  thank  our  employees  for  their  efforts  to 
maintain  and  improve  our  public  works  facilities.

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HIGHWAY  DIVISION 


During  the  year  2002,  the  Highway  Department  has  been  very  busy  reconstructing 
streets,  laying  drainage  lines,  cleaning  drainage  ditches,  repairing  manholes  and  catch 
basins,  cold  mix  patching,  grading  dirt  streets,  repairing  sidewalks,  removing  tree  stumps, 
repairing  and  replacing  street  signs,  grass  and  brush  cutting,  street  sweeping,  sanding  and 
snow  plowing,  being  the  major  of  our  work. 

The  following  streets  were  resurfaced:

Almond  Street  — Causeway  Road  to  Bluepoint  Road

The  above  streets  had  work  done  to  sidewalks,  curbing  and  drainage  as  needed. 

The  Highway  Department  completed  a major  drainage  project  on  Mill  Road  from  1 
Yankee  Lane  to  the  existing  State  Drainage  System  on  Route  195.  This  has  alleviated  a 
long  standing  drainage  problem  along  this  section  of  roadway. 

Potholes  remain  a problem  and  are  patched  as  needed. 

Crack  sealing  was  performed  on  various  streets  throughout  the  Town. 
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Chip  sealing  was  performed  on  Gellette  Road  and  Shaw  Road  south  of  the  Phoenix  Bike 
Trail. 

Street  sign  vandalism  continues  with  over  105  signs  being  replaced  or  repaired. 

During  our  snow  removal  and  sanding  operations  we  used  662  tons  of  sand  and  165 
tons  of  salt. 

The  Highway  Department  continues  to  operate  the  Recycle  Center/Leaf  and  Brush 
Compost  area  seasonally. 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  the  personnel  of  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment for  their  effort  and  cooperation  in  this  busy  construction  season  and  for  a job  well 
done.

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WATER  DEPARTMENT 


In  2002,  we  pumped  494,593,800  gallons  of  water  from  our  well  fields  and  received 
22,386,892  gallons  of  water  from  the  City  of  New  Bedford.  There  were  23  house  service 
leaks  and  4 water  main  breaks.  Four  lead  street  services  were  replaced  with  copper  tubing. 
Twenty-nine  new  water  services  were  added  to  the  system  and  663  new  water  meters  were 
installed.  The  Water  Department  removed  six  old  fire  hydrants  and  replaced  them  with  new 
models. 

The  summer  of  2002  was  one  of  the  driest  of  all  time.  As  a result,  water  levels  in  the 
groundwater  table  at  the  Wolf  Island  Road  and  Tinkham  Lane  water  wells  were  danger- 
ously low,  which  necessitated  the  issuance  of  water  use  restrictions  throughout  Town.  Also, 
the  Fairhaven  wells  did  not  have  sufficient  pumping  capacity  to  fully  supply  the  demanded 
use  during  the  hottest,  driest  periods.  As  a result,  Fairhaven  received  water  from  the  City 
of  New  Bedford  to  supplement  our  supply.  A look  at  the  water  records  indicates  that  the 
peak  seasonal  water  usage  continues  to  increase  every  year,  and  we  see  no  reason  to  expect 
this  trend  to  stop.  Therefore,  water  shortages  and  water  use  restrictions  will  become  annual 
events  unless  the  Town  develops  additional  sources  of  drinking  water. 

In  the  month  of  September  Total  Coliform  Bacteria  were  detected  in  several  routine 
water  quality  samples  taken  in  Town.  Total  Coliforms  are  bacteria  that  are  naturally  present 
in  the  environment  and  are  used  as  an  indicator  that  other  potentially  harmful  bacteria  may 
be  present.  Additional  testing  indicated  that  there  were  no  harmful  bacteria  present  and  the 
situation  was  corrected  by  adding  chlorine  to  the  water  supply. 

A Capital  Improvement  Plan  Report  for  the  Water  Supply  System  was  completed  this 
year.  Based  on  the  recommendations  of  the  report,  the  Town  took  the  following  action  this 
year; 


The  Capital  Improvement  Plan  Report  recommended  many  improvements  which  will 
cost  millions  of  dollars.  The  Town  will  have  to  prioritize  the  recommendations  and  adjust 
the  water  rate  structure  as  needed  to  implement  the  recommendations. 

I would  like  to  thank  my  staff  and  all  Town  Departments  for  their  continued  supports 
during  the  year.

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WATER  POLLUTION  CONTROL  FACILITY 


This  year’s  performance  of  our  5 million  gallon  per  day  facility  on  Arsene  Street  was 
well  within  our  discharge  permit  limits,  with  BOD5  and  TSS  levels  of  11.1  mg/1  and  5.5 
mg/1  respectively  (state  and  federal  permit  levels  are  30  mg/1).  The  treatment  process 
yielded  3,390,000  gallons  of  biosolids  this  year,  which  were  hauled  offsite  in  liquid  form. 

We  are  still  awaiting  our  new  discharge  permit  parameters,  and  are  expecting  a lower 
chlorine  residual  limit  and  the  possible  introduction  of  nitrogen  limits.  These  additional 
constraints  will  require  modifications  to  the  existing  facility.  Fay,  Spofford,  and  Thorndike, 
Inc.,  our  consulting  engineers,  are  now  designing  a new  ultraviolet  disinfection  system  for 
the  wastewater  plant.  We  hope  to  construct  this  system  in  the  fall  of  2003.  This  will  elimi- 
nate the  use  of  liquid  chlorine  at  the  plant,  an  improvement  to  safety  and  treatment  we  have 
been  looking  forward  to  for  many  years. 

The  West  Island  treatment  facility  received  6,005,590  gallons  of  wastewater  in  2002. 
Our  permit  levels  for  BOD5  (30mg/l),  TSS  (30  mg/1)  and  Total  Nitrogen  (10mg/l)  were 
met  with  the  annual  averages  being  BOD5  (8.5  mg/1),  TSS  (12.1mg/l)  and  Total  Nitrogen 
(6.2  mg/1). 

Mattapoisett  contributed  80,316,576  gallons  of  the  total  896,529,655  gallons  received 
at  the  Arsene  Street  plant  this  year  and  865,500  gallons  of  septic  waste  from  the  towns 
of  Fairhaven,  Mattapoisett,  Rochester,  Acushnet,  Freetown,  and  Marion  were  accepted, 
i The  collection  system  staff  inspected  a total  of  77  new  individual  sewer  installations,  2 of 
which  were  commercial. 

We  began  construction  on  two  major  collection  system  projects  in  2002.  The  first  was 
the  installation  of  sewer  lines  to  the  Nancy  Street  area.  This  project  will  be  completed  in  the 
Spring  of  2003  with  the  completion  of  the  new  pumping  station  on  Marguerite  Street.  The 
second  was  the  installation  of  sewer  lines  to  a large  part  of  the  Sconticut  Neck  area  from 
Little  Bay  Road  south  to  Camel  Street.  This  project  will  be  continued  until  its  comple- 
tion in  2004,  adding  six  new  pumping  stations.  These  two  projects  will  provide  sewer  to 
approximately  seven  hundred  homes  in  Fairhaven.  The  additional  sewage  flows  from  these 
homes  to  the  Arsene  Street  treatment  plant  will  not  cause  any  adverse  impacts  on  the  treat- 
I ment  plant.  The  total  flow  from  these  homes  is  less  that  200,000  gallons  per  day,  which  is 
' about  8%  of  the  current  flow.  The  sewer  usage  revenues  generated  from  these  homes  will 
1 be  significant  however,  and  will  help  to  stabilize  the  sewer  rates. 
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We  look  forward  to  the  New  Year  with  its  added  responsibilities,  and  welcome  improve- 
ments. We  invite  all  Townspeople  to  visit  either  of  our  facilities  and  meet  the  people  who 
are  committed  to  serving  you  to  the  best  of  their  ability.  I would  like  to  congratulate  Doug- 
las Pinard  on  obtaining  his  grade  IV  wastewater  license,  after  only  two  months  with  the 
department,  Daniel  Freitas  on  obtaining  his  grade  VII,  and  Jeff  Furtado  and  Jeff  Carreiro 
for  obtaining  there  grade  VI  license.  We  would  also  like  to  wish  Wally  Ellis  a long  and 
healthy  retirement.  He  has  served  the  Town  for  thirty  years,  and  will  be  greatly  missed  by 
us  all.

PARK  DEPARTMENT 


The  Park  Department  has  been  very  busy  this  year  with  repairs  and  maintenance  work 
done  to  our  parks,  beaches,  recreation  areas  and  Town  memorials.  It  maintains  six  parks, 
two  cemeteries,  the  bike  path,  Fort  Phoenix,  West  Island  Town  Beach  and  25  other  Town 
owned  sites.  The  Park  Department  also  provides  the  lifeguards  and  gate  attendants  at  the 
Town  Beach.  The  Park  Department  is  responsible  for  over  59  acres  of  grounds  and  beach 
keeping. 

In  our  park  areas  the  crew  repaired  all  fencing  and  ballfield  backstops.  Park  buildings 
have  had  roofs  repaired  as  vandals  continue  to  pull  the  shingles  from  them.  The  buildings 
have  also  been  painted  several  times  to  cover  up  graffiti  painted  on  them. 

The  new  lights  for  the  Cushman  Park  softball  field  and  running  track  were  turned  on  to 
extend  the  use  of  these  facilities. 

All  the  ball  fields  were  weeded  and  graded  to  playable  condition.  This  year,  a lawn  fer- 
tilizer application  program  was  started  to  improve  the  health  of  the  grass  in  our  parks. 

The  1983  West  Island  Toilet  Trailer  will  need  replacement  due  to  a rotted  chassis  and 
floor. 

Livesey  Park  Reconstruction  will  begin  in  the  spring  of  2003,  which  will  bring  much 
needed  improvement  to  this  heavily  used  park. 

Handicap  accessible  sidewalks  at  Fort  Phoenix  were  completed  this  year  to  allow 
everyone  a view  of  the  harbor  from  the  area  of  the  cannons. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  men  and  women  of  the  Park  Department  for  their  cooperation 
and  a job  well  done.

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OFFICE  OF  TOURISM 


The  fifth  annual  July  Fourth  Costume  parade  for  2001  was  larger  than  ever,  with  Tourism 
Committee  member  Charles  Cromwell  serving  as  the  parade  Marshall.  This  was  followed 
by  a very  successful  season  of  tours  at  Fort  Phoenix,  with  musket  firing  demonstrations 
on  Thursday  afternoons  and  on  Friday  mornings.  The  cannons  at  Fort  Phoenix  were  also 
fired  to  welcome  the  arrival  of  the  Coast  Guard  vessel  Eagle  on  August  3.  Henry  Huttleston 
Rogers  tours  on  Thursday  mornings  were  well  attended  until  mid-September. 

The  tragic  events  of  September  11,  2001,  slowed  tourism-related  travel  through  the  fall, 
but  increases  in  short-distance  travel  made  up  for  the  decreases  in  air  and  international 
travel.  For  the  first  time,  a part-time  employee  was  hired  in  order  to  keep  the  Visitors 
Center  open  six  days  a week  during  the  summer  and  early  fall.  Hilmar  Gundersen  held  this 
position  from  July  until  mid-October. 

Through  the  year,  a number  of  tours  were  given  for  visiting  groups,  including  Mystic 
Seaport,  Bayview  Seniors,  Bridgewater  Walkers,  Friends  of  American  Heritage,  Newport 
Officers  Spouses  Club,  the  Wacky  Women  Wanders,  a group  of  Canadian  Tour  Operators, 
and  school  groups  from  Fairhaven  Public  Schools,  New  Bedford  Kempton  School,  Grace 
Church  Summer  School,  and  Umass-Dartmouth. 

The  fourth  Very  Victorian  Holiday  was  held  in  December.  This  event  continues  to  grow 
and  attract  more  out-of-town  visitors. 

For  a trial  period  in  the  late  summer,  an  advertising  “crawl”  promoting  visits  to 
Fairhaven  was  run  on  the  Weather  Channel  in  a group  of  affluent  communities  south  of 
Boston.  Promotion  of  Fairhaven  also  continued  with  paid  advertising  placed  in  the  Ameri- 
cana Trail  guide,  the  Traveler  newspaper,  South  Coast  INSIDER,  editions  of  the  Standard- 
Times’  Seaside  and  Summerfest  issue,  Getty’s  Koupons  for  Kids  guide,  Gateway  to  Cape 
Cod,  several  hotel  guide  books  and  other  publications.  In  addition,  press  releases  and 
photos  about  Fairhaven  and  special  events  were  distributed  to  the  press.  Information  about 
Fairhaven  events  was  submitted  for  the  web  sites  of  the  Bristol  County  Convention  and 
Visitors  Center,  the  City  of  New  Bedford,  the  Massachusetts  Office  of  Travel  and  Tourism. 
Events  listings  also  appeared  in  guide  books  and  Kanin  Press’  Weekender  Calendar. 

Through  the  work  of  Tourism  Committee  member  Charles  Cromwell,  plans  were  made 
for  the  town  to  receive  three  War  of  1812  cannon  on  long-term  loan  from  the  New  Bed- 
ford Whaling  Museum.  Two  of  the  guns  are  to  be  cleaned,  painted  and  mounted  on  field 
carriages  at  Fort  Phoenix.  The  third  gun,  from  the  British  ship  Nimrod,  will  be  kept  in 
a chemical  solution  for  a period  of  years  before  it  can  be  mounted  for  display.  A sum  of 
money  from  the  Tourism  Revolving  Account  was  set  aside  for  the  expenses  related  to  the 
care  and  maintenance  of  these  guns. 
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Tourism  funds  were  also  allocated  for  the  Historical  Commission  to  use  to  have  an 
architectural  survey  done  for  Fort  Phoenix.  This  will  result  in  a maintenance  plan  to  be 
carried  out  over  several  years  to  preserve  the  structural  integrity  of  the  fort. 

During  the  spring,  plans  were  made  in  preparation  of  the  arrival  of  the  Regal  Empress 
cruise  ship,  which  had  scheduled  and  as  many  as  thirteen  day-long  stops  at  New  Bedford. 
The  Office  of  Tourism  developed  a tour  of  Fairhaven  of  about  two  and  a half  hours  to 
include  visits  to  historical  sites  and  time  for  shopping.  Arrangements  were  made  with 
American  Eagle  motor  coach  to  provide  transportation.  Fliers  and  maps  were  prepared  and 
a sign  was  created  for  use  on  State  Pier  in  New  Bedford.  The  first  arrival  date  was  to  be 
July  1,  2002. 

For  the  third  year,  the  Office  of  Tourism  participated  in  the  starting  of  the  Fairhaven 
Father’s  Day  Road  Race,  with  the  Fort  Phoenix  Guides  firing  muskets.  A tent  was  set  up 
for  the  distribution  of  Fairhaven  literature  and  seven  Colonial  re-enactors  were  on  hand- 
Charles  Cornwell,  Natalie  Hemingway,  Tyler  Hemingway,  Frank  Mathieu,  Julie  Moniz, 
Christopher  Richard  and  Ellsworth  Sylvaria. 

Printing  this  year  included  1,000  Winter  Events  Calendars,  3,000  Victorian  Holiday 
Programs,  5,000  completely  revised  and  redesigned  Visitors  Guide  books,  2,500  Summer 
Events  Calendars,  Manjiro  Nakahama  and  Fort  Phoenix  brochures  were  also  reprinted. 

Visitors  signing  the  guest  book  at  the  Visitors  Center  represented  32  U.S.  states  and  the 
District  of  Columbia  as  well  as  ten  foreign  countries.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  AND  SUPERINTENDENT 


I hereby  submit  my  Annual  Report  covering  Fiscal  Year  2002,  as  required  by  Massachu- 
setts General  Laws,  Chapter  72,  Section  4. 

CURRICULUM 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  has  published  curriculum  frameworks 
in  the  areas  of  English  Language  Arts,  Mathematics,  Science/Technology/Engineering, 
History/Social  Sciences,  Health,  Foreign  Languages,  and  the  Arts  since  the  inception  of  the 
Education  Reform  Act  of  1993.  As  Massachusetts  Curriculum  Frameworks  are  revised  and 
adopted  by  the  Department  of  Education,  the  Fairhaven  Public  Schools  is  involved  in  an 
ongoing  process  of  alignment,  implementation,  monitoring,  and  assessment.  On  October 
22,  2002,  a revised  History /Social  Science  Framework  was  approved  by  the  Massachusetts 
Board  of  Education.  As  a result,  there  will  be  notable  changes  in  the  curriculum  taught 
in  grades  four,  six,  and  seven.  The  Fairhaven  Public  Schools  is  involved  in  an  on-going 
process  of  aligning,  implementing,  and  monitoring  programs.  Revisions  of  the  frameworks 
have  substantial  implications  for  staff  training  and  the  selection  of  textbooks  and  supple- 
mentary materials.  These  changes  also  have  a financial  impact  in  providing  funds  for  text- 
books, instructional  materials,  teacher  stipends  and  substitute  teachers  in  implementing  the 
professional  development  activities  mandated  by  the  state’s  Educational  Reform  Act. 

The  2001-2002  school  year  saw  the  purchase  of  math  texts  and  supplementary  materi- 
als for  grades  K-5.  Grades  6-8  are  being  addressed  this  year.  Fairhaven  educators  are  con- 
tinually involved  in  aligning  the  various  curricula  to  the  frameworks.  Recent  frameworks 
are  becoming  increasingly  more  grade  specific.  Staff  at  all  grade  levels  meet  regularly  to 
communicate  cross-grade  standards  with  each  other  to  facilitate  curriculum  alignment. 
This  on-going  process  assists  teachers  in  the  implementation  of  standards  in  their  daily 
classroom  practice. 

The  Early  Childhood  Curriculum  Committee  continues  to  monitor  and  evaluate  the 
curriculum  utilized  by  our  eight  full-day  kindergartens.  The  curriculum  is  focused  on 
developing  foundations  for  teaching,  learning  and  assessment  in  each  of  the  Massachusetts 
Curriculum  Frameworks.  The  kindergarten  program  continues  to  pursue  accreditation 
with  the  National  Association  of  Young  Children.  The  Department  of  Education  strongly 
encourages  the  establishment  of  full-day  kindergartens  throughout  the  Commonwealth. 

SPECIAL  NEEDS 

Fairhaven  Public  Schools  provides  specialized  programs  and  services  for  children  with 
special  needs.  A wide  range  of  programs  are  offered  in  all  six  (6)  schools  for  children  who 
have  need  for  speech,  hearing,  emotional,  learning  disabilities,  and  developmental  dis- 
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abilities  programs.  Each  child  with  a special  need  has  an  Individual  Education  Plan  (I.E.P.), 
which  is  developed  on  an  annual  basis.  Inclusion,  provision  of  special  needs  services,  as 
part  of  the  regular  program  continues  to  develop  and  expand.  These  programs,  provide 
special  needs  children  educational  opportunities,  with  their  non-disabled  peers  in  the  least 
restrictive  environment.  This  past  year  inclusion  has  been  increased  at  Hastings  Middle 
School  because  of  heterogeneous  grouping.  All  children  are  exposed  to  the  curriculum  as 
mandated  by  the  Department  of  Education. 

Under  the  President’s  initiative  of  the  No  Child  Left  Behind  Act.  Fairhaven  is  imple- 
menting solutions  to  ensure  the  continued  flow  of  federal  education  dollars  into  our  school 
system.  We  are  constantly  planning,  surveying,  and  outlining  program  improvements  of 
utmost  importance  in  the  continued  professional  development  of  professional  staff,  i.e. 
differentiated  instruction,  restraint  training.  State  mandated  requirements  and  continued 
changes  in  federal  law  necessitate  the  need  for  increase  in  special  needs  budgets.  These 
increases  are  more  dramatic  than  that  of  the  regular  program  due  to  the  specialized  types  > 
of  instruction  required.  Referrals  for  youngsters  with  more  severe  challenges  has  grown. 
Children  diagnosed  as  autistic  or  on  the  spectrum  of  the  disorder  have  increased  dramati- 
cally. To  educate  these  youngsters  is  a costly  and  complicated  process.  The  requirements 
for  assistive  technology  continues.  Children  with  language  disorders,  feeding  issues,  vision 
and  hearing  issues  as  well  as  physical  needs  necessitate  purchasing  assistive  technology. 
This  assistive  technology  provides  children  the  opportunity  to  access  the  curriculum  in  I 
the  way  that  allows  them  to  maximize  their  potential.  State  and  federal  law  mandates  such 
equipment  when  recommended  by  the  IEP  team.  Nevertheless,  the  school  department 
continues  to  strive  to  strike  a balance  between  the  needs  of  regular  education  students  and 
special  education  students;  providing  meaningful  educational  services  to  all  Fairhaven 
students.  Over  the  years,  the  special  needs  population  has  grown  due  to  early  intervention 
referrals  of  3 year  olds,  DSS  placements  and  move-ins  which  continue  to  impact  on  the 
program.  DSS  places  children  in  foster  homes  without  any  regard  as  to  what  capabilities 
Fairhaven  has  to  address  the  academic  needs  of  these  children.  Many  of  these  children  have 
extraordinary  needs.  Seldom  is  advanced  warning  given  concerning  their  arrival. 

Youngsters  are  educated  in  inclusive  no  special  education  programs  and  in  modified  < 
regular  education  programs  where  possible.  Referrals  for  3 & 4-year-old  youngsters  keeps 
growing.  Youngsters  come  to  us  from  Early  Intervention  programs  or  our  in-town  screen-  I 
ing  programs.  These  screenings  are  done  each  spring  or  as  needed.

Students  with  low  incidence  highly  involved  special  needs  challenges  are  provided  | 
services  in  specialized  out-of-district  facilities.  Currently,  20  students  are  enrolled  in  i 
the  following  out-of-district  programs;  Deaconess  Home,  Fall  River;  Cardinal  Cushing,  :j 
Hanover;  Kennedy-Donovan  Center,  New  Bedford;  New  Bedford  Hearing  Impaired  Pro-  ] 
gram;  READS  Collaborative,  Middleboro;  the  Schwartz  Center  in  New  Bedford;  South  I 
Coast  Educational  Collaborative,  Seekonk;  Southeast  Alternative  High  School  in  Middle-  i 
boro  and  Berkley,  and  Brighton  High  School.  The  number  of  students  in  out-of-town  place-  j 
ments  has  increased.  The  tuition  of  the  schools  is  set  by  the  state  and  has  increased  in  all  i 
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cases  and  continues  to  do  so  annually.  The  increases  can  come  at  anytime  during  the  year 
and  are  usually  retroactive  to  July  1 and  are  usually  at  the  rate  of  6%. 

Fairhaven  Public  Schools  is  a member  in  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Educational 
Collaborative  (SMEC)  which  serves  selected  students  with  developmental  disabilities. 
There  are  programs  for  students  in  need  of  behavior  management  services,  career  explora- 
tion activities,  and  training  in  daily  learning  skills  and  job  coaching.  Currently  students  are 
enrolled  in  the  career  exploration  activity;  seven  in  the  behavior  management  program;  and 
eight  in  the  Program  of  Experiential  Learning. 

Fairhaven ’s  special  needs  pre-school  program,  housed  at  the  Rogers  and  East  Fairhaven 
Schools,  is  innovative  and  productive.  It  provides  early  intervention  for  3 & 4 year  old 
children  and  in  many  cases,  eliminates  the  need  for  special  education  services  as  the  child 
grows  older.  The  program  provides  half  day  programs,  and  in  the  case  of  children  with 
significant  special  needs,  full  day  programming.  Our  integrated  pre-school  program  has 
developed  and  expanded  to  4 classes  (29  students,  3 openings),  and  is  very  successful. 
An  early  childhood  class  at  the  Oxford  School  has  been  developed  to  address  the  needs  of 
youngsters  6-8,  who  have  global  special  needs.  These  children  are  now  in  inclusion  classes 
with  a classroom  support  person  providing  a least  restricted  program.  Those  youngsters  not 
needing  a class  placement  but  having  language  needs,  occupational  therapy,  and/or  physi- 
cal therapy  can  receive  these  at  their  neighborhood  schools. 

The  SMEC  program  provides  career  exploration,  work  placement  and  supervised  work 
programs  for  special  education  students,  as  well  as  extended  day  programs.  These  pro- 
grams focus  on  the  development  and  refinement  of  life  skills.  The  behavior  management 
program  provides  small  group  services  to  students  who  require  close  attention  and  support. 
The  goal  is  to  provide  students  with  the  skills  they  need  to  return  to  the  regular  school 
programs. 

Inclusion  activities  presently  in  place  have  been  expanded  to  promote  the  full  involve- 
ment of  more  severely  handicapped  students.  Programs  of  this  type  are  in  place  at  all 
levels.  Continued  and  expanded  training  for  both  regular  and  special  education  teachers  is 
being  provided.  Significant  funds  from  the  various  federal  grants  are  set  aside  to  support 
this  training.  During  the  past  year,  training  has  continued  on  Inclusion  issues  for  staff  as 
well  as  in-service  programs  to  help  keep  skills  current  with  relevant  education  issues.  To 
assist  teachers  with  all  students  there  has  been  a real  thrust  in  training  staff  in  differentiated 
instruction  techniques.  Much  of  this  training  is  funded  through  professional  development 
monies  and  Federal  grants. 

The  Fairhaven  Special  Needs  Parent  Advisory  Council  continues  to  be  a supportive 
group.  The  P.A.C.  is  invited  to  participate  with  the  administrator  of  special  needs  on  special 
needs  projects.  The  P.A.C.  meets  monthly  at  the  Hastings  Middle  School  and  continues 
to  develop  programs  for  parents  and  be  of  support  to  the  special  needs  administrator  and 
programs. 
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The  alternative  classroom  at  the  high  school  continued  to  function  through  the  collab- 
orative efforts  of  Acushnet  and  Fairhaven.  This  program  runs  the  regular  school  day.  The 
teacher  position  is  funded  by  the  Town  of  Acushnet.  The  social  worker  assigned  is  from  our 
existing  staff,  as  well  as  the  educational  support  assistant. 

Amendments  to  Special  Education  Regulations  have  been  put  into  effect.  These  regu- 
latory reforms  are  designed  to  do  two  basic  things:  first,  to  ensure  that  special  education 
resources  are  not  expended  on  students  who  are  not  disabled,  and  second,  to  provide 
some  administrative  flexibility  in  order  to  increase  the  educational  productivity  of  those 
resources.  The  revised  regulations  took  effect  on  September  1 , 2000.  Special  Education  has 
been  and  continues  to  consume  a large  portion  of  the  Fairhaven  School  District’s  Annual 
Budget.  Increased  enrollments  in  Special  Education,  coupled  with  a “level  services” 
budget  strains  the  resources  of  our  education  budget. 

STATE  MANDATED  TESTING 

This  was  the  fifth  consecutive  year  that  the  MCAS  (Massachusetts  Comprehensive 
Assessment  System)  was  administered  to  students  in  the  Fairhaven  Public  Schools.  For 
the  first  time,  students  in  grades  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  and  10  were  included  in  the  testing.  Grade 
levels  were  administered  assessments  in  different  subject  disciplines. 

Grade  3 Reading 

Grade  4 English  Language  Arts,  Mathematics 

Grade  5 History/Social  Science  and  Science 

Grade  6 Mathematics 

Grade  7 English  Language  Arts 

Grade  8 Mathematics,  History/Social  Science,  Science 

Grade  10  English  Language  Arts,  Mathematics 

Passing  the  Grade  10  MCAS  is  a requirement  for  high  school  graduation  in  the  year 
2003.  Grade  1 1 students  who  failed  their  tenth  grade  MCAS  were  provided  academic  sup- 
port during  the  school  day  in  addition  to  their  regular  classes  and  additional  support  during 
the  summer.  The  state  Department  of  Education  has  scheduled  retests  for  these  students  in 
December  and  again  in  May. 

Results  are  reported  in  the  following  categories:  Warning,  Needs  Improvement, 
and  Proficient  for  grade  3.  Grades  4,  6,  7,  and  8 results  are  reported  as  Warning,  Needs 
Improvement,  Proficient,  and  Advanced.  The  reporting  categories  for  Grade  10  are  Failing, 
Needs  Improvement,  Proficient,  and  Advanced.  Grade  5 results  for  history  social  science 
and  science  were  not  reported,  neither  were  grade  8 science  results. 


Results  for  the  year  2002  indicated  that  students  in  grade  3 passed  the  reading  test 
except  for  2%  of  the  population.  Last  year  6%  received  a warning.  Grade  4 results  in  Eng- 
lish Language  Arts  and  Mathematics  were  similar  to  state  reported  results.  Mathematics 
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continues  to  show  a need  for  improvement.  Grade  6 results  show  59%  passing  mathemat- 
ics, similar  to  last  year.  Grade  8 results  show  70%  passing  mathematics  with  a decrease  in 
warnings  and  an  increase  in  students  attaining  proficiency.  Grade  7 students  participated 
for  the  second  year  in  English  Language  Arts,  the  numbers  of  warnings  remained  at  8% 
with  an  increase  in  the  needs  improvement  category.  Grade  10  results  show  88%  passed 
English  Language  Arts  while  77%  passed  mathematics. 

It  is  the  intent  of  the  school  system  to  analyze  the  meaningful  data  reported  by  MCAS. 
Building  principals,  academic  coordinators,  and  teaching  staff  have  been  intensively 
involved  in  their  individual  schools’  analysis  and  the  implications  these  results  have  for 
classroom  instruction. 

Performance  and  improvement  ratings  for  Massachusetts  public  schools  and  districts 
are  issued  every  two  years.  Ratings  are  used  to  track  schools’  progress  toward  meeting  the 
Federal  goal  of  all  students  achieving  proficiency  in  English  Language  Arts  and  mathemat- 
ics by  2013-2014. 

As  a result  of  the  January,  2002,  Federal  Act,  No  Child  Left  Behind,  (NCLB),  the 
Fairhaven  Public  Schools  will  endeavor  to  meet  the  five  established  goals  of  the  federal 
legislation: 

Goal  1 All  Students  Proficient  or  Advanced  in  Reading/English  Language  Arts 
and  Mathematics  by  2013-2014 

Goal  2 All  Limited  English  Proficient  Students  Proficient  in  English  and  Reach- 
ing High  Academic  Standards  in  Core  Subjects 

Goal  3 All  Students  Taught  by  Highly  Qualified  Teachers  in  2005-2006 

Goal  4 All  Students  Educated  in  Learning  Environments  that  are  Safe,  Drug- 

free,  and  Conducive  to  Learning 

Goal  5 All  Students  Graduate  from  High  School 

KINDERGARTEN  ENTRY  AGE  AND  SCREENING 

During  the  2001-2002  school  year,  the  Fairhaven  School  Department  continued  screen- 
ing activities  for  new  kindergarten  entry  age  students.  All  students  must  turn  five  (5)  by 
September  1 of  the  year  that  they  enter  Kindergarten.  A total  of  136  students  were  screened 
in  the  Fall  of  2001. 

The  2001-2002  academic  year  offered  full-day  kindergarten  programming  for  the  first 
time.  We  are  now  in  the  second  year  of  full  day  kindergarten.  The  Fairhaven  Public  Schools 
is  intent  on  providing  high  quality  kindergarten  programs.  Developmentally  appropriate 
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practices  are  evident  in  our  full-day  kindergartens.  The  research  base  that  exists  about  how 
children  develop  and  learn  as  well  as  what  constitutes  effective  instruction  will  support 
children’s  development  and  learning.  These  full  day  programs  prepare  children  in  aca- 
demic and  social  areas  for  the  rigors  of  education. 

PROFESSIONAL  DEVELOPMENT 

Fairhaven  educators  hold  high  expectations  for  their  students  and  themselves.  Teachers 
are  involved  in  a variety  of  meaningful  course  offerings  as  they  bring  effective  teaching 
practices  to  their  students.  Professional  development  of  staff  is  mandated  by  the  Education 
Reform  Act  of  1993.  Professional  Development  supports  a teacher’s  knowledge,  skills,  and 
practice  as  it  leads  to  the  expectation  of  improved  student  learning.  Fairhaven  educators 
are  committed  to  participation  in  on-going  professional  development  opportunities  offered 
within  the  district,  at  colleges  and  universities,  as  well  as  attendance  at  professional  work- 
shops, conferences,  and  seminars. 

Professional  development  is  connected  to  the  Massachusetts  Curriculum  Frameworks 
and  the  teacher’s  content/certification  area.  Increased  student  learning  and  achievement  is 
dependent  upon  teachers  engaging  in  professional  development  opportunities. 

The  Fairhaven  Public  Schools  continues  to  involve  all  teaching  staff  in  Research  for 
Better  Teaching  - The  Skillful  Teacher  I.  This  initiative  is  in  its  eighth  year.  All  district 
administrators  have  successfully  completed  Research  for  Better  Teaching’s  “Observing 
and  Analyzing  Teaching’’  to  better  enable  them  to  monitor  the  effectiveness  of  instruction 
in  the  classrooms  as  well  as  to  assist  staff  in  the  important  work  they  do.  This  will  involve 
several  years  as  we  include  all  staff  members  in  this  second  phase  of  this  graduate  credit 
training  program  that  is  well-respected.  The  Fairhaven  Public  Schools  continues  to  see  an 
increase  in  new  teaching  staff.  It  is  crucial  that  we  provide  continual  professional  develop- 
ment support  for  beginning  teachers  as  they  endeavor  to  develop  effective  practices  and 
strategies  in  their  classrooms. 

What  teachers  know  and  can  do  is  the  primary  factor  affecting  what  students  learn.  To 
that  end  the  following  in-district  professional  development  workshops  and  courses  have 
been  offered  to  staff  during  2001-2002:

FAIRHAVEN  HIGH  SCHOOL  PROJECT 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Fairhaven  High  School  Building  Committee  are  continu- 
ing to  work  on  a resolution  of  the  issue  concerning  seating  in  the  gymnasium  and  are  opti- 
mistic that  this  can  be  resolved  soon.  Faculty  and  staff  are  enjoying  the  refurbished  high 
school  facilities.  The  preliminary  NEASC  evaluation  report  noted  the  improvement  in  the 
physical  structure. 

FAIRHAVEN  HIGH  SCHOOL  ACCREDITATION 


October  2002  NEASC  visit  preliminary  reports  are  promising.  As  a result  of  Dr.  Michael 
Granier’s  (Chairman)  comments,  we  are  very  optimistic  that  accreditation  will  be  awarded 
to  Fairhaven  High  School  at  the  NEASC ’s  mid-winter  meeting  in  January.  A non-inclusive 
list  of  preliminary  comments  are  as  follows: 


The  facility  improvements  are  outstanding  resulting  in  a quality  learning  envi- 
ronment. 

Staff  is  caring,  dedicated,  and  hard  working.  They  go  the  “extra  mile”  and  have 
genuine  concern  for  students’  academic  and  emotional  welfare.  The  climate 
was  positive  with  a willingness  to  improve  serices  to  students. 

Pride  in  the  school  is  evident  everywhere.  Students  do  not  deface  the  build- 
ing. 

A sense  of  tradition  permeates  everything. 

Leadership  has  a clear  vision,  determination,  and  commitment  to  core  values. 
Parents  and  community  members  were  very  satisfied  with  the  quality  of  ser- 
vices provided  students 

The  school’s  slogan  “..a  place  where  every  teacher  has  the  right  to  teach  and 
every  student  has  the  right  to  learn”  is  evident  throughout. 

Students  know  what  is  expected  of  them  in  every  classroom;  curriculum  guides 
are  effective. 

Technology  must  be  maintained  via  hardware  & additional  support  staff. 
Professional  development  is  of  quality  with  needs  on  specific  content  areas. 
Data  collection  relative  to  academic  achievement  will  enhance  decision 
making. 
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• Media  Center,  guidance,  and  health  student  support  services  were  praised. 

• Additional  staff  will  be  needed  for  increased  enrollments,  SPED  inclusion,  and 
at-risk  (dropout  prevention)  alternative  programs/activities.  Resources  need  to 
be  directed  to  these  areas. 

• On-going  evaluation  of  the  schedule  should  occur  reaching  staff  consensus, 
after  data  collection  on  student  learning. 

• Financial  support  is  the  most  serious  concern.  It  is  needed  to  preserve  this 
treasure  that  we  call  the  “Castle”.  Don’t  let  it  slip  backwards.  Level  funding  is 
a threat  to  this  school,  its  programs,  and  physical  structure. 

EDUCATION  REFORM 

The  Education  Reform  Act  of  1993  was  reauthorized  in  the  year  2000  to  carry  the  pro- 
gram forward.  The  Massachusetts  Board  of  Education  set  a Competency  Determination 
for  students  graduating  from  high  school  in  2003.  Students  in  the  graduating  class  of  2003 
must  meet  or  exceed  the  Needs  Improvement  threshold  on  both  the  English  Language  Arts 
and  the  Mathematics  MCAS  grade  10  tests  in  order  to  receive  a diploma.  Students  not 
meeting  this  requirement  will  have  had  four  or  more  test  retake  opportunities  after  their 
initial  grade  10  MCAS  but  before  their  scheduled  graduation  date. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  FACILITIES 

EAST  FAIRHAVEN  SCHOOL  PROJECT 

On  June,  2002,  voters  endorsed  a debt  exclusion  vote  to  build  a new  475  pupil  East 
Fairhaven  School.  To  this  date,  a Project  Manager  from  the  Daedalus  Projects,  Inc.  and  the 
architectural  firm,  HMFH  have  been  hired.  Preliminary  documents  were  submitted  to  the 
SB  A-School  Building  Assistance  Department  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Educa- 
tion, to  meet  the  December  1,  2002  deadline.  As  part  of  the  planning  stage,  the  architects 
have  interviewed  staff,  town  officials,  and  community  members  for  input  related  to  the 
project.  An  up-to-date  project  website  will  be  created  for  the  convenience  of  interested 
persons.  The  website  address  will  be  posted  on  BD-TV  Channel  9. 

It  is  anticipated  that  a June  2,  2003  deadline  will  be  complied  with  for  submission 
of  final  drawings  and  specifications.  The  citizens  of  Fairhaven  have  paved  the  way  for 
improved  elementary  school  facilities.  The  East  Fairhaven  Citizens  Facility  Committee 
is  still  exploring  options  for  addressing  the  structural  and  educational  needs  of  the  Rogers 
and  Oxford  Schools. 

The  school  department  budget  was  increased  by  $250K  in  FY’02.  As  part  of  this  $250K 
increase,  $67K  was  earmarked  to  repair  the  ceiling  and  lighting  at  the  Oxford  Elementary 
School  which  has  deteriorated  over  the  past  several  years  to  become  a safety  issue  for 
students,  teachers  and  parents.  The  project  was  completed  in  December  2002.  In  a special 
town  meeting  article,  $225K  was  approved  to  address  structural  issues  related  to  the  East 
wall  of  the  Oxford  Elementary  School.  Engineers  Design  group  in  Cambridge,  MA  deter- 
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mined  that  the  water  damage  to  the  fa9ade  of  the  building,  particularly  at  the  parapet  level 
had  created  a safety  concern  and  should  be  addressed,  preferably  within  the  next  thermal 
cycle.  The  project  will  go  out  to  bid  in  early  spring  2003. 

CONCLUSION 

The  Fairhaven  Public  Schools  has  had  a productive  year.  Despite  challenges  that  face 
public  schools  today,  our  accomplishments  have  been  many. 

Major  projects  for  the  school  department  include  progress  toward  the  Superintendent’s 
long-range  elementary  facility  plan,  keeping  abreast  with  needed  school  building  repairs, 
exploring  options  to  continue  the  full-day  kindergarten  program,  potential  consolidation 
of  grounds  maintenance  of  town  and  school  department  facilities,  enhanced  BD-TV  use 
to  inform  the  community,  outsourcing  of  the  foods  service  program,  creation  of  school 
business  partnerships,  increased  integration  of  technology  in  classrooms,  expansion  of 
alternative  programming  for  academically  at-risk  high  school  students  to  increase  gradu- 
ation rates,  and  recruitment  and  hiring  of  quality  staff  to  fill  vacancies  due  to  state  early 
retirement  legislation.  Ongoing  initiatives  include  a focus  on  raising  student  achievement 
especially  in  the  area  of  mathematics,  and  maintaining  student  and  staff  safety. 

The  Fairhaven  Public  Schools  has  great  students,  caring,  dedicated  staff,  involved 
parents  and  a supportive  community.  This  is  a winning  combination.  During  my  tenure  as 
Superintendent  I have  not  only  enjoyed  but  benefited  from  the  assistance,  collaboration, 
openness,  and  cooperation  of  other  town  officials  and  residents  in  our  common  goal  of 
providing  a quality  education  for  the  children  of  Fairhaven.  It  is  an  honor  to  serve  this  fine 
community.

Overview  of  the  School 

Greater  New  Bedford  Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School  is  a four-year 
vocational/technical  high  school  for  young  men  and  women.  The  school  provides  career 
and  technical  training  as  well  as  academic  instruction  to  students  from  New  Bedford,  Dart- 
mouth and  Fairhaven.  With  roots  dating  back  to  1908,  it  opened  as  a regional  vocational 
technical  high  school  in  1977. 


As  of  October  1,  2002,  there  were  1,827  students  enrolled  in  grades  9-12.  Of  those, 
1,489  lived  in  New  Bedford,  157  lived  in  Dartmouth  and  181  lived  in  Fairhaven. 


Many  of  our  graduates  become  leaders  in  business  and  industry  in  the  region.  Many 
continue  their  education.  In  a typical  class,  about  40%  of  our  graduates  chose  to  continue 
their  education,  either  at  colleges,  universities  or  technical  schools.  Another  50-55%  of  the 
graduating  class  directly  enters  the  workforce  and  about  5%  enter  the  armed  forces. 

Accreditation.  GNB  Voc-Tech  is  an  accredited  member  of  the  New  England  Associa- 
tion of  Schools  and  Colleges,  the  regional  accrediting  body  for  secondary  schools  in  New 
England.  Our  faculty  members  are  certified  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Educa- 
tion. 
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Career  Majors.  GNB  Voc-Tech  offers  career  and  technical  training  in  more  than  two 
dozen  areas.  During  2002,  the  career  majors  included  Appliance  Repair  Technology, 
Architectural  Drafting,  Automotive  Technology,  Carpentry,  Child  Care,  Clothing  and 
Textiles,  Collision  Repair  Technology,  Computer  Technology,  Cosmetology  and  Aesthet- 
ics, Culinary  Arts,  Dental  Assistant,  Dietician  Assistant,  Electrical  Technology,  Electro- 
mechanical Drafting,  Electronics,  Engineering  Technology,  Health  Services,  Machine 
Technology,  Medical  Assistant,  Plumbing  and  Pipefitting,  Printing  Technology,  Property 
Management,  Refrigeration  and  Air  Conditioning,  Steam  Engineering,  Visual  Design,  and 
Welding/Sheet  Metal. 

Academic  Studies  and  Vocational  Training.  At  GNB  Voc-Tech,  students  experience 
an  education  which  blends  academics  with  career  and  technical  training.  To  facilitate 
this  blend,  vocational/technical  teachers  integrate  academic  instruction  into  the  career / 
technical  training  and  academic  teachers  use  examples  from  career/technical  programs  in 
their  academic  classrooms.  Through  this  course  of  studies,  students  wishing  to  pursue  a 
higher  education  are  able  to  meet  all  of  the  academic  requirements  necessary  for  them  to  be 
admitted  into  state  colleges  and  universities  as  well  as  most  private  colleges. 

College  Placements.  Students  who  graduate  from  GNB  Voc-Tech  can  go  on  to  college, 
and  many  do.  Our  students  have  been  accepted  at  a host  of  two-year  and  four-year  colleges 
as  well  as  schools  which  provide  advanced  technical  training. 

Earning  College  Credits/Tech  Prep  Affiliations.  While  still  at  GNB  Voc-Tech,  stu- 
dents can  earn  college  credit  for  some  of  their  course  work.  We  have  Tech  Prep  agreements 
with  nearly  one  dozen  schools,  including  Bristol  Community  College,  Massasoit  Com- 
munity College,  New  England  Tech  and  Wentworth  Institute  of  Technology,  which  enable 
our  students  to  work  toward  a college  or  technical  degree  while  at  Voc-Tech.  This  allows 
students  to  accelerate  their  degree  and  save  money. 

Extra-Curricular  Activities.  We  offer  a large  selection  of  extra-curricular  activities. 
Students  can  join  the  Car  Club,  Chess  Club,  Drama  Club,  Environmental/Outdoor  Club, 
History  Club,  Honor  Bowl,  Internet  Club,  Karate  Club,  Multicultural  Club,  Non-Tradi- 
tional  Careers  Group,  Peer  Leadership,  Peer  Mediation,  Photography  Club,  Renaissance 
Program,  Safe  School  Alliance,  Ski  Club,  Spotlight  Program,  Student  Council,  Student 
Government,  Skills  USA-VICA,  Students  Against  Destructive  Decisions  (S.A.D.D.), 
Tomorrow’s  Teachers  Club,  Women  in  Technology  or  the  Yearbook  staff.  Top  academic 
achievers  join  the  National  Honor  Society. 

Sports/Recreation  Programs.  Students  interested  in  sports  have  a wide  range  of 
choices  at  GNB  Voc-Tech.  We  offer  football,  soccer,  cross-country,  winter  track,  spring 
track,  volleyball,  golf,  hockey,  basketball,  baseball,  and  softball.  We  also  have  weight 
conditioning,  fall  and  winter  cheerleading  and  intramural  sports. 
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Highlights  of  the  Year  2002 


During  2002,  we  celebrated  our  25th  birthday  as  a regional  school,  moved  ahead  with  a 
major  expansion  and  renovation  project,  and  learned  that  one  of  our  top  administrators  was 
named  Principal  of  the  Year  in  Massachusetts.  Our  school  and  its  programs  received  many 
other  awards  and  accolades.  Our  MCAS  scores  again  improved. 

Our  students  continued  to  win  awards,  including  one  gold  medal  and  one  silver  medal 
in  national  Skills  USA-VICA  competition  and  awards  through  the  Women  in  Technology 
program. 

Our  students  took  part  in  several  major  projects  across  the  region.  They  worked  on 
construction  projects  at  the  Dartmouth  Council  on  Aging,  worked  on  an  animal  shelter 
in  Fairhaven,  and  once  again  assisted  with  the  annual  holiday  lighting  display  at  Clasky 
Common  Park  in  New  Bedford. 

Birthday  Celebration 

Our  school  had  its  beginnings  in  1908  when  the  New  Bedford  City  Council  voted  to 
establish  an  “independent  industrial  school.”  The  New  Bedford  Independent  Industrial 
School  opened  in  the  fall  of  1909,  with  57  students,  all  boys  from  New  Bedford. 

Over  the  years,  the  school  prospered,  grew,  and  underwent  several  name  changes.  In 
1972,  voters  in  New  Bedford,  Dartmouth  and  Fairhaven  voted  to  establish  a regional 
school  district.  In  1977,  Greater  New  Bedford  Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School 
opened  as  a new,  regional  vocational  technical  high  school. 

In  2002,  we  celebrated  the  25th  anniversary  of  the  opening  of  the  regional  school.  To 
mark  this  special  occasion,  we  held  several  special  events  during  the  fall  of  2002. 

This  included  a gala  dance  at  New  Bedford  Regional  Airport,  a Thanksgiving  Day  foot- 
ball game  celebration,  and  special  ceremonies  at  our  annual  Open  House.  The  Open  House 
event  includes  speeches  from  several  persons  who  were  instrumental  during  the  district’s 
early  days:  retired  Superintendent-Director  Z.  Walter  Janiak,  former  New  Bedford  Mayor 
and  retired  District  Court  Judge  John  A.  Markey,  former  School  Committee  Chairman 
James  P.  Honohan  of  Fairhaven,  and  long-time  School  Committee  member  and  current 
Chairman  Dr.  Alan  R.  Greaves  of  Dartmouth. 

School  Expansion  and  Renovation 

In  January  Of  2002,  the  school  awarded  a contract  to  Bacon  Construction  Co.,  Inc.  for  a 
major  expansion  and  renovation  project  - the  first  in  the  regional  school’s  25  year  history. 
The  school  held  official  groundbreaking  ceremonies  on  March  28,  2002. 
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During  the  year,  construction  crews  installed  energy  efficient  windows  as  well  as  new 
doors  and  lights;  installed  new  tiles  in  bathrooms  and  the  cafeteria;  added  a new  wing  to 
accommodate  plumbing  and  property  management  programs;  and  started  work  on  a new 
wing  for  aquaculture  and  child  care. 

The  most  significant  change  involved  the  construction  of  a new  three-story  academic 
tower  which  is  designed  to  add  14-16  new  academic  and  vocational  program-related  class- 
rooms and  science  labs.  This  much-needed  space  should  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  the 
fall  of  2003. 

Work  on  the  athletic  fields  will  begin  in  the  summer  of  2003. 

Principal  of  the  Year 

Alice  M.  Pfeninger,  Principal  at  Greater  New  Bedford  Regional  Vocational  Technical 
High  School,  was  named  the  2002-03  Massachusetts  Principal  of  the  Year,  the  first  admin- 
istrator from  a Massachusetts  vocational/technical  high  school  to  earn  such  an  honor.  The 
award  was  announced  by  the  Massachusetts  Secondary  School  Administrators’  Associa- 
tion. 

Mrs.  Pfeninger  has  held  the  position  of  Principal  at  GNB  Voc-Tech  for  11  years.  A 
resident  of  Dartmouth,  she  is  the  wife  of  Douglas  M.  Pfeninger,  retired  Principal  of  the 
Dartmouth  Middle  School,  who  won  a similar  honor  from  the  state  association  in  1991. 

Mrs.  Pfeninger’s  selection  is  part  of  the  Principal  of  the  Year  program  run  by  the 
National  Association  of  Secondary  School  Principals  and  sponsored  by  MetLife.  Each 
year,  state  Associations  select  one  Principal  of  the  Year  for  the  middle  school  level  and  one 
for  the  high  school  level. 

Winners  are  selected  because  of  their  demonstrated  success  in  the  areas  of  educational 
leadership,  resolving  complex  programs,  developing  self  and  others,  and  community  ser- 
vice. 


Awards  and  Honors 

Engineering  Technology.  In  2002,  our  new  Engineering  Technology  - just  started 
in  the  fall  of  2001  - received  a national  certification  from  Project  Lead  the  Way  and  the 
Rochester  Institute  of  Technology.  The  program  curriculum  was  developed  in  conjunction 
with  the  National  Alliance  for  Pre-Engineering  Programs  and  conforms  to  the  Project  Lead 
the  Way  model. 

There  is  a shortage  of  skilled  workers  in  the  high-wage,  high-demand  fields  of  engineer- 
ing and  computer  technology.  Through  this  program,  we  hope  to  generate  more  interest  in 
these  fields  and  prepare  more  students  for  acceptance  into  college  engineering  programs 
and  productive  careers. 
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Aquaculture  Lab.  Our  school  was  honored  again  when  the  Massachusetts  Depart- 
ment of  Food  & Agriculture  selected  us  to  take  part  in  the  largest  aquaculture  project  of 
its  type  in  state  history.  We  were  chosen  to  serve  as  the  distribution  point  for  15,000  large 
mouth  bass,  which  will  be  distributed  for  scientific  research  to  other  schools  throughout 
the  state. 

The  fish  were  initially  placed  in  our  fully  equipped,  commercial  scale  7,500  gallon  re- 
circulating fish  culture  system. 

The  GNB  Voc-Tech  aquaculture  program  began  in  1995.  It  is  now  associated  with 
dozens  of  schools  and  institutions  across  the  region,  providing  fish  and  fish  tanks. 

Women  in  Technology.  A student  at  Greater  New  Bedford  Regional  Vocational  Tech- 
nical High  School  had  a key  role  in  bringing  back  a prestigious  national  award  recently 
from  the  Sunshine  State. 

Stephanie  Lecroy,  a senior  majoring  in  machine  technology  at  GNB  Voc-Tech,  was  part 
of  a five-member  team  that  made  a presentation  on  behalf  of  the  “Women  in  Technology” 
project  based  at  Bristol  Community  College  and  operated  at  eight  area  high  schools.  The 
project  was  judged  the  best  workforce  development  program  in  the  nation  and  received 
the  prestigious  Bellwether  Award  during  a national  conference  of  community  colleges  in 
Florida. 

The  Women  in  Technology  project  competed  against  dozens  of  other  innovative  pro- 
grams throughout  the  country.  Ten  finalists  made  one-hour  presentations  at  the  2002  Com- 
munity College  Futures  Assembly  in  Orlando.  Florida,  on  February  18. 

National  Awards.  In  December  of  2002,  the  National  Association  for  Career  and 
Technical  Education  (ACTE)  announced  a series  of  awards  at  its  annual  convention.  Two 
winners  had  close  ties  to  GNB  Voc-Tech:  Sapphire  Engineering,  Inc.  of  Pocasset  and  Dart- 
mouth businessman  Chester  Smigel. 

Sapphire  Engineering,  Inc.  was  honored  as  a Business  Partner  of  the  Year.  The  GNB 
Voc-Tech  Co-Op  program  places  more  students  at  Sapphire  Engineering  than  at  any  other 
firm  in  the  region  and  Sapphire  has  hired  more  than  20  Voc-Tech  graduates  in  recent  years, 
encouraging  many  to  continue  their  studies  in  college.  In  addition,  Sapphire  Engineering 
has  become  a sponsor  of  the  Women  in  Technology  program,  which  encourages  young 
women  to  enter  into  technological  fields  where  women  traditionally  have  been  underrep- 
resented. 

Mr.  Smigel,  the  owner  of  Chet’s  Automotive  in  Dartmouth,  was  honored  as  one  of  two 
Advisory  Committee  Members  of  the  Year  in  Region  One.  Mr.  Smigel  has  served  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Automotive  Technology  Advisory  Committee  at  GNB  Voc-Tech  for  the  past  six 
years.  He  is  credited  with  running  an  up-to-date,  computerized  business  and  with  bringing 
his  technical  expertise  to  GNB  Voc-Tech. 
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Environmental  Award.  Justin  N.  Bourgeois,  a student  majoring  in  computer  technol- 
ogy at  Greater  New  Bedford  Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School,  has  won  a State 
award  for  environmental  excellence.  He  accepted  the  award  at  a ceremony  at  the  State 
House  in  Boston  on  May  2.  The  award  is  given  by  the  Executive  Office  of  Environmental 
Affairs. 

Mr.  Bourgeois  was  recognized  for  his  efforts  to  restore  eelgrass  and  bay  scallops  to  the 
Apponagansett  Bay  in  Dartmouth.  Eelgrass  is  a flowering  plant  that  serves  as  protection 
and  as  a food  source  for  many  aquatic  creatures.  It  also  serves  as  a filter  for  the  water. 

Red  Cross  Award.  In  March  of  2002,  student  Amanda  Figueiroa  received  an  American 
Red  Cross  “Real  Hero”  award  in  the  “Youth  Community  Volunteer”  category.  She  was 
nominated  for  the  honor  by  New  Bedford  Mayor  Frederick  M.  Kalisz,  Jr. 

At  least  twice  a week,  Amanda  tutored  elementary  and  high  school  students  at  the 
homework  center  at  Wilks  Branch  Library.  At  the  Ashley  School,  she  helped  students  with 
their  reading.  After  school  at  Voc-Tech,  she  often  helped  friends  who  are  having  trouble  in 
math.  She  also  helped  to  run  an  after-school  tutoring  program  for  the  Honor  Society. 

The  Brazilian-born  senior  was  ranked  as  the  top  student  in  her  class.  An  architectural 
drafting  major,  she  was  treasurer  of  the  school’s  National  Honor  Society  chapter  and  an 
active  member  of  the  school’s  Skills  USA-VICA  group.  She  was  involved  in  a host  of 
activities  at  GNB  Voc-Tech,  including  the  Photography  Club,  Multi-Cultural  Club,  Renais- 
sance program,  Spotlight  program,  Honor  Bowl,  and  Tomorrow’s  Teachers  Club. 

MCAS 

MCAS  test  results  continued  to  show  steady  improvement.  By  the  fall  of  2002,  some 
88%  of  the  students  in  the  Class  of  2003  at  GNB  Voc-Tech  had  passed  the  English  Lan- 
guage Arts  portion  of  the  MCAS  exam.  This  is  the  same  as  the  statewide  percentage  on  the 
English  portion  of  the  test. 

While  we  are  encouraged  by  the  MCAS  results  - particularly  in  English  - we  realize 
that  the  school  must  continue  to  do  everything  possible  to  improve  our  students’  MCAS 
scores.  We  will  do  that  by  offering,  among  other  things,  extra  tutoring  during  school  and 
MCAS  preparation  sessions  after-school,  on  Saturdays,  and  during  school  vacations.  The 
school  is  also  encouraging  students  to  use  on-line  MCAS  tutorial  programs  offered  through 
the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  and  the  Boston  Public  Library. 

GNB  Voc-Tech  has  prepared  individual  success  plans  for  each  student  who  failed  the 
exam.  The  school  also  sent  letters  to  parents,  urging  them  to  enroll  their  sons  or  daughters 
in  the  MCAS  remediation  programs. 
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Skills  USA-VICA 


Two  students  from  Greater  New  Bedford  Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School 
came  away  big  winners  in  a national  skills  competition.  During  the  summer  of  2002,  Tif- 
fany Pina  won  a gold  medal  in  the  Medical  Assisting  competition  at  the  38th  annual  Skills 
USA-VICA  national  championships  in  Kansas  City,  Missouri.  Benjamin  Medeiros  earned 
a silver  medal  in  the  Major  Appliance  Repair  category. 

Three  other  students  from  GNB  Voc-Tech  took  part  in  the  national  event.  Jason  LeB- 
lanc  placed  tenth  overall  in  the  Residential  Plumbing  competition.  Two  recent  graduates, 
Alyson  Simmons  and  Jennifer  Medeiros,  competed  in  Extemporaneous  Speech  and  Job 
Skill  Demonstration,  respectively.  Both  received  award  certificates. 

Shauna  Marques,  a first  place  winner  in  Massachusetts’  statewide  competition  in  Paint- 
ing and  Decorating,  served  as  Voc-Tech ’s  team  photographer.  There  is  not  national  com- 
petition in  Painting  and  Decorating. 

During  Skills  USA-VICA  competitions,  students  test  their  skills  in  various  categories 
ranging  from  computer  applications  to  welding.  GNB  Voc-Tech  has  done  well  in  such 
competitions,  often  sending  some  of  its  students  to  the  national  competition. 

Women  in  Technology 

GNB  Voc-Tech  continues  to  actively  participate  in  the  Women  in  Technology  program, 
run  through  the  Bristol  Tech  Prep  Consortium.  The  program  is  designed  to  encourage 
young  women  to  enter  technical  fields  where  women  traditionally  have  been  underrepre- 
sented. 

In  the  fall  of  2002,  the  school  learned  that  it  would  have  a new  industry  partner  - and 
head  in  a new  direction.  For  the  project,  five  young  women  from  GNB  Voc-Tech  are 
teaming  up  with  a private  industry  team  from  Invensys/Foxboro  Company  on  a computer 
software  engineering  initiative. 

In  past  years,  Women  in  Technology  students  from  GNB  Voc-Tech  have  worked  with 
engineers  from  private  industry  to  design  new  products  or  develop  time-saving  manufac- 
turing processes.  This  is  the  first  time  that  students  in  the  WIT  program  have  been  asked 
to  help  design  computer  software,  the  programs  that  are  essential  to  the  operation  of  com- 
puters. 

Students  from  GNB  Voc-Tech  will  be  involved  in  creating  and  implementing  a file 
management  system.  More  specifically,  it  will  be  a document  retrieval  system  that  will  be 
available  to  all  engineers  at  the  Foxboro  Company  through  the  company  website,  organiz- 
ing over  55,000  existing  projects  and  their  specifications. 
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GNB  Voc-Tech  students  selected  to  take  part  in  the  program  included  Taylor  DiCarlo, 
majoring  in  Computer  Technology;  Sarah  Fitzgerald,  Computer  Technology;  Sharlene 
Rosa,  Computer  Technology;  Lindsay  Whitford,  majoring  in  Architectural  Drafting;  and 
Alexandra  Ferreira,  majoring  in  Electrical  Technology. 

Information  Technology 

With  more  than  700  computers,  GNB  Voc-Tech  has  one  of  the  largest  Information  Tech- 
nology departments  in  the  region.  It  maintains  state  of  the  art  computers  in  virtually  every 
classroom  and  owns  a host  of  digital  cameras,  web  cams,  computer  projection  units  as  well 
as  specialized  computer  equipment  in  the  school’s  26  program  areas. 

Every  student  at  GNB  Voc-Tech  gets  an  opportunity  to  learn  on  the  latest  computer 
hardware  and  software.  We  own  the  most  up-to-date  computers  available  and  we  encour- 
age students  to  use  them  - before,  during  and  after  school.  We  have  a separate  department 
that  keeps  up  with  the  latest  changes  in  technology  and  we  are  continuously  adding  new 
computer  equipment  to  keep  pace  with  technological  change  and  to  maintain  a low  student/ 
computer  ratio.

Summer  Computer  Program 

Under  the  direction  of  Richard  Quintin,  Greater  New  Bedford  Regional  Vocational 
Technical  High  School  was  back  for  the  third  year  in  a row  with  its  popular  “Gateway  to 
Technology”  summer  computer  program.  The  program  - designed  to  educate  more  than 
150  area  young  people  about  computers  and  robotics  - got  underway  in  July. 

During  the  summer  of  2002,  the  school  offered  four  different  sessions,  each  of  which 
served  about  40  youngsters. 

The  first  session  was  an  introduction  to  computers  for  students  entering  the  4th  through 
6th  grades,  who  have  not  enrolled  in  the  program  before.  The  second  session,  also  for 
students  entering  the  4th  through  6th  grades,  was  for  students  who  had  participated  in  the 
Gateway  to  Technology  program  in  either  of  the  past  two  years  or  in  the  first  session  in 
2002. 

The  school  also  offered  two  one-week  sessions  for  students  entering  the  7th  and  8th 
grades  in  the  fall.  The  sessions  focused  on  Robotics  and  Engineering. 

Science  Fair 

In  January  of  2002,  Greater  New  Bedford  Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School 
held  its  first  annual  Science  Fair. 
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All  science  students  at  GNB  Voc-Tech  were  encouraged  to  participate,  but  only  the 
top  100  projects  were  put  on  display.  The  projects  spanned  a wide  range  of  scientific 
areas,  including  botany,  energy,  genetics,  and  engineering.  Each  project  included  a thesis, 
research  paper,  log  book  and  display. 

School  Committee 

Michael  S.  Kalisz  of  New  Bedford  was  appointed  to  succeed  Paul  Machado  as  a 
member  of  the  GNB  Voc-Tech  School  Committee.  A graduate  of  the  school,  Mr.  Kalisz 
served  on  the  School  Building  Committee  prior  to  his  appointment  to  the  regional  School 
Committee. 


Grants 

Under  the  direction  of  Luis  G.  Lopes,  Coordinator  of  Information  Technology/Grants, 
GNB  Voc-Tech  was  awarded  more  than  $1.7  .million  in  grants  from  a variety  of  sources 
during  2002. 

Grants  were  awarded  to  provide  training  for  disabled,  disadvantaged  and  bilingual  stu- 
dents; and  to  provide  vocational  program  reinforcement;  teacher  training;  class  size  reduc- 
tion; after-school  academic  support;  Title  I services  and  health  education. 

Summer  Exploratory  Program 

Under  the  direction  of  Robert  R.  Blanchard,  the  Summer  Exploratory  Program  gives 
students  entering  eighth  grade  a chance  to  explore  the  vocational  opportunities  available  to 
them  at  GNB  Voc-Tech. 

Applications  are  mailed  in  February  to  the  parents  of  every  student  who  will  be  entering 
eighth  grade  in  the  public  or  parochial  schools  in  New  Bedford,  Dartmouth  or  Fairhaven 
the  following  September. 

Two,  three-week  sessions  were  offered  during  the  summer  of  2002.  Some  586  students 
were  served. 

Students  were  offered  more  than  20  vocational  technical  programs,  and  each  student 
selected  three  areas.  They  were  given  a tour  of  the  school  and  participated  in  short  pro- 
grams, games  and  athletics. 


Adult  Education 

Under  the  direction  of  James  L.  O’Brien,  we  offer  the  largest  adult  evening  education 
program  run  by  any  high  school  in  the  region.  Each  semester,  students  are  able  to  choose 
from  dozens  of  courses  in  a wide  range  of  fields,  from  computer  technology  and  computer 
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aided  drafting  to  arc  welding  and  basic  carpentry.  We  offer  courses  in  Spanish,  Portuguese, 
and  American  Sign  Language.  We  offer  about  twenty  practical  arts  classes,  including  oil/ 
water  painting,  upholstering,  power  machine  quilting,  and  basket  weaving.  We  also  offer 
several  courses  that  are  required  for  licensing  in  various  trades. 

Tuition  generally  ranges  from  $40  to  $225  per  course,  depending  on  the  subject.  Resi- 
dents of  New  Bedford,  Dartmouth  and  Fairhaven  - the  three  communities  in  the  district 
- get  a break  on  tuition  costs.

A.  Planning  Board  (SPGA).  The  Fairhaven  Planning  Board  is  hereby  des- 
ignated as  the  special  permit  granting  authority  (SPGA),  for  the  develop- 
ment of  all  sites  in  the  Apartment/Multi-Family  (RC),  Park  (P),  Wetland 
Resource  Protection  District  (WRP),  Business  (B),  Mixed  Use  (MU),  or 
Industrial  (I)  Districts,  which  propose  the  following  to  be  provided  for 
under  the  requirements  of  Section  198-27  Parking,  Loading,  and  Land- 
scaping: 

a.  new  construction  that  would  require  a total  of  ten  (10)  or 
more  parking  spaces  counting  existing  and  new  demand; 

b.  addition(s)  or  enlargement(s)  that  would  require  a total  of 
ten  (10)  or  more  parking  spaces  counting  existing  and  new 
demand; 
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c.  a change  of  use(s)  or  renovation(s)  that  would  require  the 
addition  of  new  parking  space(s).  If  the  existing  parking 
spaces  can  meet  the  new  demand  based  on  the  change  of 
use(s)  or  renovation(s)  then  no  special  permit  is  required; 

d.  re-striping  of  a parking  lot  of  ten  (10)  or  more  spaces  that 
changes  the  existing  site  circulation,  and/or  number  of  park- 
ing spaces. 

And  in  the  Mixed  Use  (MU)  District  any  addition  of  gross  floor  area,  or  any  reduction 
in  the  number  of  available  parking  spaces  on  the  site  shall  be  subject  to  a special  permit 
under  this  section  if  the  proposed  parking  does  not  meet  the  numerical  minimum  required 
by  Section  198-27  B. 

ARTICLE  7 - AMENDMENT  TO  ZONING  BY-LAWS

of  gross  floor  area

(d  f)  Restaurant,  Theater,  Assembly  Hall  - one  (1)  space  per  two  and 
five  tenths  (2.5)  fixed  seats;  If  seats  are  not  fixed  - one  1 space  per 
sixty  (60)  sq.  ft.  two  and  five  tenths  (2.5)  occupants  as  calculated 
under  the  Building  Code  for  maximum  occupancy. 

(e  g)  Recreation  Facility  - eight  tenths  (0.8)  spaces  per  occupant  as 
calculated  under  the  Building  Code  for  maximum  occupancy. 
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(f  h)  Pre  School  Facilities  - one  (1)  space  per  two  hundred  (200)  sq.  ft. 
of  gross  floor  area. 

3t Shopping  Mall  Parking  Requirements  [Added  12-10-1992  STM  by  Art. 

(a) Under  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  sq.  ft.  one  (1)- space  for  every  two

(e) Between  seventy-five  therosand  (75,000)  and  ninety-nine  thousand 

nine  hundred  and  ninety-nine  (99,999)  sq.  ft.:  three  hundred  and 
fifty-(350)~spaces  plus  one  (1)  space  for  every  three  hundred  (300) 
sq.  ft.  above  seventy-five  thousand  (75,000)  sq.  ft.

thirty-fonr  <434)--spaces  plus  one  space  for  every  four  hundred 
(400)  sq.  ft.  above  one  hundred  thousand  (100,000)  sq.  ft. 

(e)  For  the  purpose  of  this  section  the  square  footage  of  a Shopping 

Mall  shall  be  the  total  of  all  interior  floor  space,  regardless  of  use 
and  regardless  of  whether  it  is  open  or  accessible  to  the  public, 
including  interior  wall  space  and  measured  to  the  exterior  surface 
of  the  outside  walls.  But  not  including  any  parking  facilities,  land- 
seaping,  green  or  open  space.

Floor  Area,  Gross  - The  sum  of  the  gross  horizontal  area  of  the  several  floors  of  a build- 
ing and  its  accessory  buildings  on  the  same  lot,  including  the  area  of  the  basement  not  more 
than  fifty  percent  (50%)  below  grade,  roofed  porches  and  roofed  terraces.

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(4)  Perimeter  Landscaping  Requirements:  Parking  lots  for  five  (5)  or  more 
cars  shall  include  the  following: 

(b)  A landscaped  buffer  strip  shall  be  provided  adjacent  to  any  adjoin- 
ing uses,  excluding  areas  providing  shared  access  and  parking  to 
visually  separate  parking  and  other  uses  from  the  adjoining  prop- 
erties. The  buffer  strip  shall  be  equal  to  the  side  and  rear  yard 
setbacks  for  the  zoning  district  within  which  the  property  lies.  If 
no  side  or  rear  yard  setback  is  required  the  minimum  buffer  width 
shall  be  six  (6)  feet,  and  The  buffer  strip  shall  be  planted  with  a 
combination  of  grass,  medium-height  shrubs  [approximately  two 
to  eight  (2  to  8)  feet  tall,  evergreen  varieties  preferred]  and  shade 
trees  (planted  at  least  every  twenty  (20)  feet  along  the  property 
line).  These  trees  do  not  count  towards  the  required  parking  lot 
trees.  Plantings  shall  include  the  incorporation  of  evergreen  and 
deciduous  plantings  and  shall  be  developed  in  consultation  with 
planting  arrangements  approved  by  the  Planning  Board. 

(5)  Parking  lots  for  twenty  (20)  or  more  cars  shall  be  interrupted  with  land- 
scaped islands  such  that  no  parking  surface  exceeds  one  hundred  (100) 
feet  in  width,  including  the  area(s)  used  for  parking  aisles/stalls.  A mini- 
mum of  one  (1)  shade  tree  protective  landscaped  island  shall  be  provided 
per  ten  (10)  parking  spaces  to  be  placed  in  a protective  pervious  plot  of 
at  least  forty  (40)  square  feet  in  area  and  shall  contain  one  (1)  shade  tree 
with  the  remaining  area  to  be  planted  with  shrubs  or  groundcover.  The 
landscape  island  shall  be  the  width  and  depth  of  a parking  space.  The 
SPGA  having  jurisdiction  may  grant  a waiver  to  the  landscape  island 
size  requirement  if  it  is  demonstrated  that  an  alternate  design  will  still 
accommodate  a shade  tree. 

(6)  Exposed  storage  areas,  machinery,  service  areas,  truck-loading  areas, 
utility  buildings,  trash  enclosures,  structures  and  other  unsightly  uses 
shall  be  screened  from  view  from  neighboring  properties  and  streets 
using  plantings,  a wall  or  tight  fence  complemented  with  plantings  or 
through  some  other  means  deemed  acceptable  to  the  permit  granting 
authority.

Voted  unanimously  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  by  transferring  $5,000.00  from  Article  29 
Transfer  Station  of  the  May  2,  1998  Annual  Town  Meeting  Warrant  to  perform  design 
engineering  services  for  the  development  of  a “Bulky  Waste  Item”  Transfer  Station  to 
be  located  at  the  Arsene  Street  Recycling  Center  instead  of  at  the  Bridge  Street  Landfill 
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as  previously  approved  by  a vote  of  Town  Meeting  (Article  29,  May  1998  Annual  Town 
Meeting). 

ARTICLE  7 - RIVER  ROAD  WELL  FIELD  WATER  SUPPLY  FACILITY 

Voted  unanimously  the  sum  of  $21,000.00  by  transferring  $21,000.00  from  Water 
Retained  Earnings  to  perform  test  well  exploration  services  for  redevelopment  of  the 
River  Road  Well  Field  Water  Supply  Facility  as  an  active  source  of  drinking  water  for  the 
Town. 

ARTICLE  8 - LIVESEY  PARK  REHABILITATION 

Voted  unanimously  the  sum  of  $555,000.00  by  transferring  $205,000.00  from  Sur- 
plus Revenue  and  $350,000.00  be  raised  on  the  Tax  Levy  to  rehabilitate  Livesay  Park  by 
constructing  or  otherwise  implementing  the  improvements  recommended  by  the  Livesay 
Park  Rehabilitation  Committee,  based  on  the  study  and  design  phase  services  provided  by 
the  project  consultant;  provided,  however,  that  no  portion  of  said  appropriation  shall  be 
expended  unless  the  Town  is  awarded  a grant  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
Executive  Office  of  Environmental  Affairs  in  the  amount  of  $250,000.00  for  this  project. 

ARTICLE  9 - AMENDMENT  TO  TOWN  BY-LAW 

Voted  unanimously  to  amend  the  definition  of  “Restraint”  relative  to  dogs  contained  in 
§87-1  of  the  Fairhaven  Code,  by  deleting  current  subsection  B,  which  reads  as  follows: 
“The  animal  is  under  control  of  a competent  person  and  is  beside  that  person  and  is  obedi- 
ent to  that  person’s  command;  provided,  however,  that  no  dog  shall  be  considered  under 
restraint  if  said  dog  is  found  upon  or  is  proven  to  have  entered  upon  the  property  of  any 
person  or  entity  other  than  the  animal’s  owner,  without  the  permission  of  said  other  person 
or  entity.”  and  replacing  it  with  a new  subsection  B,  to  read  as  follows:  “The  animal  is 
under  the  immediate  control  of  its  owner  or  custodian  on  a leash  or  chain  not  exceeding 
eight  (8)  feet  in  length  affixed  to  the  collar  or  harness  of  the  animal.” 

ARTICLE  10  - POLICE  DEPARTMENT  LOCAL  LAW  ENFORCEMENT 
BLOCK  GRANT 

Voted  unanimously  the  sum  of  $1,869.00  for  “hard  match”  funds  for  a federal  block 
grant  (2002-LB-BX-0365)  from  the  U.S.  Department  of  Justice  to  help  reduce  crime  and 
improve  public  safety. 

ARTICLE  11  - ACCEPTANCE  OF  STATUTE 

Voted  unanimously  to  adopt  Section  6 of  Chapter  1 16  of  the  Acts  of  2002  (Amendment 
to  Military  Service  Credit  G.L.  C32§4(l)(h)). 

ARTICLE  12  - FEASIBILITY  STUDY  - OXFORD,  ROGERS  SCHOOL 

Voted  unanimously  the  sum  of  $10,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  updating  and/or  revising 
the  April  2000  Elementary  School  Feasibility  Study  for  the  Oxford  and  Rogers  Elementary 
Schools. 
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ARTICLE  13  - NEW  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

Voted  unanimously,  as  amended,  to  establish  a Building  Committee  for  the  construction 
of  a new  elementary  school  as  follows:  “There  is  hereby  established  a Building  Commit- 
tee for  the  design  and  construction  of  a new  elementary  school  pursuant  to  Article  35  of 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  June  8,  2002.  The  Committee  shall  consist  of  seven  voting 
members,  to  be  appointed  for  a term  of  three  years  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  provided 
that  at  least  one  voting  member  of  the  Committee  shall  be  a member  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee and  one  voting  member  of  the  Committee  shall  be  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
or  her  designee,  and  of  such  additional  non- voting  members  as  may  be  determined  from 
time  to  time  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Those  persons  currently  acting  under  appoint- 
ment by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  continue  to  serve  for  a term  of  three  years  from  the 
original  date  of  their  appointments.  Any  vacancy  on  the  Committee  shall  be  filled  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  and  any  member  may  be  removed  for  cause  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men. Subject  to  approval  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Committee  shall  act  on  behalf 
of  the  Town  in  the  design  and  construction  of  the  school,  shall  consult  with  the  architect 
in  the  development  of  preliminary  and  final  working  drawings  and  in  the  application  for 
approval  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  shall  apply  for  and  obtain  all  necessary  permits, 
shall  accept  bids  and  award  contracts  for  construction,  hire  a clerk  of  the  works,  oversee  the 
construction  and  equipping  of  the  school,  and  review  for  approval  invoices  for  construction 
and  equipment,  and  shall  take  all  other  actions  it  deems  necessary  for  the  completion  of 
the  project  subject  to  approval  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  It  shall  upon  completion  turn 
this  project  over  to  the  Town  and  to  the  School  Committee.  The  Committee  shall  report  its 
doings  in  writing  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.  Following  completion  of  the  project,  and 
all  activities  and  matters  related  to  the  project,  the  Committee  shall  make  its  final  report  to 
the  Town  Meeting,  and  unless  the  Town  Meeting  shall  act  otherwise,  the  Committee  shall 
thereafter  be  deemed  dissolved. 

ARTICLE  14  - CORREIRA  PROPERTY  - LOCATED  ALONG  HACKER 
STREET 

A.  Voted  unanimously  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  take  by  eminent 
domain  on  behalf  of  the  Fairhaven  Conservation  Commission,  approximately 
32,350  square  feet  of  land  more  or  less  shown  as  Lot  125,  126  and  127  on 
Assessors  Map  28A  for  passive  and  active  recreation  purposes;  provided  how- 
ever that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  only  be  obligated  to  exercise  its  power 
to  take  the  parcels  hereinafter  described  by  eminent  domain  under  M.G.L.c.79 
if  funds  in  the  amount  of  $330,000.00  are  provided  to  the  Town  of  Fairhaven 
from  the  New  Bedford  Harbor  Trustee  Council;  and  that  the  Board  of  Select- 
men be  authorized  to  execute  any  and  all  instruments  as  may  be  necessary  on 
behalf  of  the  Town  to  affect  said  taking;  or  to  take  any  other  action  thereon,  the 
parcels  of  land  to  be  acquired  hereunder  being  described  as  follows:  Lots  104, 
105  and  106  and  shown  on  a plan  of  land  entitled  “Sconticut  Brae,  Fairhaven, 
Bristol  County,  Mass,  owned  by  J.W.  Wilbur  Co.,  Inc.  Scale:  1”  = 100’,  Sep- 
tember 29,  1922,  by  Ernest  W.  Branch,  which  plan  is  recorded  in  the  Bristol 
County  S.D.  Registry  of  Deeds  in  Plan  Book  25,  Page  36.

B.  Voted  unanimously  to  authorize  the  Fairhaven  Conservation  Commission  to 
grant  a Conservation  Restriction  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  General  Laws 
Chapter  184  §§  31-33  to  the  Fairhaven  Land  Preservation  Trust,  Inc.,  a/k/a 
Fairhaven  Acushnet  Land  Preservation  Trust,  Inc.  or  a similar  type  land  trust 
or  conservation  entity  on  approximately  3.60  acres  of  town  owned  land  herein- 
after described  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  said  parcels  for  active  and  passive 
recreational  purposes;  and  to  execute  any  and  all  instruments  as  are  necessary 
and/or  appropriate  to  the  grant  of  said  Conservation  Restriction;  or  to  take  any 
other  action  relative  thereto  said  parcels  described  as  follows:

Voted  unanimously  the  sum  of  $225,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  supporting  engineering/ 
design  fees  and  the  repair  of  brickwork  at  the  Oxford  School. 

ARTICLE  18  - OTHER  BUSINESS
